(S)  Accidents  from  weapons  (small  arms)  was  the  highest  accident  produc¬ 
ing  soiurce  durliq;  FT  69  resulting  in  397  military  wounded  and  32  fatalities. 
Amy  motor  vehicle  was  the  second  largest  accident  producing  source  resulting 
in  172  military  injured  and  28  fatalities.  There  were  80  Vietnamese  injured 
and  108  killed  Involving  Army  motor  vehicles. 

(9)  The  status  of  discipline,  lav,  ard  order  within  the  command  re¬ 
mained  relatively  stable.  Quarterly  statistics  for  the  4th  quarter  FT  69 
li  Heats  that  offense  rates  for  H  FFORCET  assigned,  attached,  and  CFCON 
units  remained  relatively  stable  when  compared  with  the  thrive  previous 
quarters.  Crimes  against  persons  and  property  and  military  offenses  con¬ 
tinued  to  decline  while  increases  were  experienced  in  miscellaneous  and 
traffic  offenses.  Decreases  can  be  attributed  to  command  emphasis  on  crime 
prevention  and  the  effectiveness  of  educational  programs  stressing  discipline, 
lew,  and  order.  The  increase  in  miscellaneous  offenses  indicates  additional 
awareness  by  commanders  for  the  importance  of  timely  and  improved  reporting, 
especially  in  marihuana  offenses.  Miscellaneous  offense  rates  can  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  increase  slightly  during  the  1st  quarter,  FT  70  ss  more  emphasis 
is  placed  on  naxcotlos  suppression.  It  is  also  anticipated  that  the  enforce¬ 
ment  emphasis  placed  on  traffic  control  during  the  4th  quarter  FT  69  will 
continue  in  an  effort  to  reduce  injury,  loss  of  life,  and  property  damage. 

This  should  cause  an  increase  in  traffic  offense  rates.  Ulti^tely,  however, 
traffic  accident  rates  should  reflect  an  overall  reduction.  The  FT  69 
comparative  rates  computed  on  the  basis  of  1000  troops  eure  listed  below:

(10}  Oevelopotent  of  the  II  ffOBCalT  base  camp  continued  satisfactorily. 
The  status  of  significant  projects  as  of  51  July  was  as  follows;

(11)  Captain  Homan  F«  Singer*  MC*  former  surgeon  of  the  2d  Battalion* 
35th  Artillery*  54th  Artillery  Group  was  killed  by  an  incoming  enemy  mortar 
round  while  rendering  first  aid  to  personnel  who  were  in  a  perimeter  gun 
pit.  Personnel  of  the  gun  pit  had  been  injured  due  to  a  precediiqj  incoming 
round.  A  medical  aidman  was  available  to  the  firing  battery  at  the  fire 
support  base*  Captain  Singer's  assignment  and  place  of  duty  was  with  the 
battalion  aid  station  which  was  located  at  the  same  fire  support  bnse  but 
at  a  location  other  than  the  gun  pit.  Notwithstanding  Captain  Singer's 
act  of  heroism  of  immediately  rendering  medical  aid  to  those  injured  at  the 
gun  pit*  his  untimely  death  again  reaffirms  the  doctrine  that  fnnt  line 
first  aid  is  given  by  battery  or  company  aidmen  *  not  by  battalion  avu'geon 
whose  mission  is  to  render  a  higher  level  of  medical  treatment  for  all 
battalion  psreomiel  in  a  facility  trtilch  oompl'ments  his  mediool  abilities. 
Bad  Captain  Singer  followed  this  doctrine*  hie  enthusiasm  and  abilities  for 
rendering  expert  medical  support  to  all  members  of  the  fire  support  base 
would  not  have  ended  as  suddenly.  To  be  learned  and  emphasized  is  that 
medical  personnel  should  limit  their  duties  and  responsibilities  to  their 
respective  assigned  missions  and  not  Jeopsirdize  their  personal  safety.  Only 
in  this  msnner  oan  all  levels  of  medical  support  effectively  conserve  the 
fighting  strength. 

c.  Intelligence  and  Counterintelligence. 

(1)  Intelligenoe  aspects  of  taotioal  operations  conducted  in  the  H 
Field  Force  Vietnam  (II  FFOHCEV)  Taotioal  Area  of  Interest  (TACl)  are  dls- 
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oussed  In  the  Operational  Report  >  Leseona  Leumed  subaitted  by  unite  under 
the  operational  control  of  thla  headquortera. 

(2)  Intelligence  collection. 

(a)  The  dally  briefing  on  aelected  agent  reporta  waa  continued  by  the 
Collection  Divlalon.  The  purpoae  of  this  briefing  la  to  better  evaluate 
the  intelligence  produced  by  human  sourcea  and  to  determine  the  reliability 
of  the  aouroea  thenaalvea.  Thla.  in  turn,  enablea  the  agency  which  employe 
.be  sourcea  to  decide  which  ogenta  warrant  retention  and  which  ahould  be 
leleoaed. 

(b)  Collection  Dlvlaion  la  also  responsible  for  inauring  that  all 
necessary  Specific  Intelligence  Collection  Requirements  (dlCR)  are  published 
and  levied  on  the  apiropriate  collection  agencies.  In  addition.  Collection 
Division  coordinates  the  collection  of  intelligence  on  specific  subjects 
and  keeps  subordinate  units  informed  as  to  which  SICR's  axe  current  by 
publishing  a  quarterly  II  FPORCLV  Specific  Intelligence  Collection  Rsquixe- 
wnta  Registry.  The  Registry  indexes  all  SICR's  by  number  and  by  collection 
agencies.  Iktring  the  past  quarter  ^2  MACV  SICR's  and  3  II  fPQRCBV  SICR's 
were  cancelled,  .while  1?  new  MACV  and  2  new  II  FPORCLV  SICR's  were  levied. 

(c)  During  the  period  1  May  to  51  July  19^9  the  Collection  Division 
began  analysing  agent  reports  for  more  complete  exploitation  of  all  reported 
Infomation.  Specific  areas  of  interest  being  examined  aret  possible 
psychological  vulnerabilities  in  enemy  elements  which  could  be  exploited 

by  the  G^i  all  information  of  enemy  rocket  artillery  elements,  and  rocket 
resupply  activity  that  would  improve  the  II  PfORCJiV  Artillery  counter- 
racket  fire  plans]  all  information  regarding  enemy  fixed  installations] 
caches  that  would  oontrlbuts  to  the  identification  and  selection  of  targets 
by  tba  02  Targets  Division]  and  all  information  regarding  enemy  activities 
on  Interior  waterways  patrolled  by  the  tB  Mavy.  which  is  passed  to  the  Navy 
LHO,  II  ITORCBV. 

(3)  Cowtorintelligenoe/RaJENIX. 

(a)  (taxations  of  the  Ibravlnoe  mtelllgenoe  and  Operations  Coordination 
Centers  (PIOCC)  and  Distriot  Intelligence  and  Operations  Cooidinatlou  Centers 
(DIOCC)  continued  to  improve,  although  at  a  slower  rate  than  during  the 
previous  quarter.  The  improvement  was  primarily  in  the  nature  of  refine¬ 
ment.  as  people  learned  what  was  expected  of  them,  and  what  the  capabilities 
were  of  the  various  vnlts  which  support  ths  FlOCCs  and  especially  the  DIOCCs 
are.  Although  a  few  DIOCCe  were  not  felt  to  be  operating  effioiently.  the 
causes  were  local  ift  nature  and  bore  no  relation  to  the  overall  PIOCC/DIOCC 
concept.  Che  measure  of  success  of  ths  DIOCCs  is  the  BI6  MACE  intelligence 
collection  program.  This  program  continues  to  improve,  both  in  quality  3nd 
quantity.  During  this  quarter.  42  students  from  n  FPORCBV  OPCQR  units 
attended  the  FBCSNIX  Advisor  Course  presented  by  MACCCXiDS-PBOiailX.  This 
compares  with  21  attendees  during  ttra  imevious  quarter. 

(b)  Although  emphasis  oontinuas  on  the  Volunteer  Informant  Itogram. 
tangible  results  continvM  to  fall  short  of  oxpeotations.  Ctao  reason  for  the 
limited  r  espoRse  is  the  general  deoline  in  military  activity  durlEr  *'hls 
quarter.  In  addition.  VN  olvilians  are  still  prohibited  from  nntej^-ng  many 
of  the  forested  areas  in  III  CTZ.  Rsoent  word  from  MACV  Indioutes  that  funds 
for  the  program  duri-ig  FT  70  have  been  reduced  Bva>8tantially  alth:<ugh  definite 
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figures  are  not  yet  available. 

(o)  in  analysis  of  terrorist  incident  locations  within  III  CTZ  during 
the  quarter  produced  Interesting,  although  not  conclusive,  results,  lith  f 

the  exception  of  Saigon,  the  CTiS  "hotspot”  was  the  northeastern  portion  of 
Sau  Nghla  I^orlnoe  northeast  of  the  Van  Co  Bong  River.  The  terrorist  rate 
decreased  during  the  latter  part  of  the  quarter  especially  along  Highway  1 

between  Trang  Bang  and  Cu  Chi  and  Highway  6A  between  Cu  Chi  and  Bao  Tral.  * 

allowing  the  security  status  of  both  roads  to  be  rated  as  "green"  during 
the  daylight  hours.  In  other  areas,  such  as  Vo  Bat  in  Blnh  Toy  Province. 

An  Log  in  Blnh  Long  Province,  and  Tan  in  Bien  Uoa  hrovinoe.  the  terrorism 
rate  increased  towards  the  end  of  the  quarter,  although  not  to  a  significant 
level.  The  analysis  will  continue  for  at  least  another  quarter,  to  allow 
for  a  definite  assessment  of  sny  trends  or  patterns. 

(4)  Sround  reconnaissance.  Company  B  (Ranger).  151at  Infantry,  continued 
its  operations  In  Southern  War  Zone  B  and  eastern  Sid>  Region  3  ae  It  completed 
Its  first  fully  operational  quarter.  The  company's  patrols  were  used  primarily 
in  a  screening  role  to  provide  esrly  warning  of  tne  movement  of  major  eneny 
foroes  which  were  targeted  against  Long  Blnh  -  Bien  Boa.  Utilizing  saturation 
patrolling  teohniques.  a  total  of  316  teams  were  inserted  resulting  in  30 
contacts.  69  sightings  and  ^0  eneoy  killed. 

(5)  02  Air. 

(a)  Intensive  aerial  reconnaissance  and  surveillance  was  conducted  within 
the  III  CTZ  throu^out  the  reporting  period.  Maximum  use  was  made  of  n 
FF0RCE7  air  asaests;  however,  tbs  number  of  successful  missions  decreased  due 
to  bad  weather  prevalent  during  the  monsoon  season.  In  visual  reconnais¬ 
sance  (VR).  saphaais  was  placed  on  surveillance  of  tbs  III  CTZ/Caidiodlan 
border,  the  inner  and  outer  defensive  rings  of  Saigon/Bien  Boa.  lines  of 
communications,  suspected  base  camps  and  infiltration  routes.  lAuring  the 
reporting  period,  a  total  of  I6.903  VR  sorties  were  flo'>m  in  the  III  CTZ. 
resulting  in  ^05  significant  sightings  and  an  average  of  34  to  6l  of  the  Vu 
areas  in  the  III  CTZ  were  covered  eaoh  day.  The  low  ratio  of  sightings  to 
sorties  is  attributable  to  generally  unsuitable  climatic  conditions. 

(b)  Sids -looking  airborne  radar  (SLAR)  aircraft  covered  the  entire 

III  CTZ  on  a  nightly  basis.  All  missions  flown  in  the  III  CTZ  were  flown  by 
the  73<1  SAC  and  its  attached  ASTA  Platoons.  Surveillance  patterns  placed  a 
he':.v''.'  emphasis  along  the  Cambodian  Border.  Tay  Ninh  I^ovinoe.  the  Fishhook 
and  the  r;ortheni  and  southeastern  portions  of  the  III  CTZ.  Baylight  SLAB 
missions  are  still  being  flown  along  the  corps  boundaries  and  patterns  are 
being  analysed.  However,  due  to  the  small  number  of  returns,  a  detailed 
analysis  has  not  been  aocomplished. 

(0)  Infrared  imagery  (Red  Haze)  surveillance  was  flown  to  detect  enemy 
activity,  baee  camps,  staging  areas,  and  assembly  areas  within  III  CTZ. 

Burlng  this  period,  emphasis  was  placed  on  surveillance  of  the  Cambodian 
border.  Tay  Blnh.  Binh  Long  and  Phuob  Long  Provinoes.  and  War  Zones  C  and  B. 

Coverage  was  also  provided,  almost  nightly,  over  the  Song  Be  Corridor. 

Miohelln  Plantation.  Ho  Bo  and  Boi  Lol  Woods.  Filhol  Plantation,  the  Fhuoc 
Vinh/Funnel  Area,  the  Catcher's  Mitt,  and  the  Hat  Buoh  Secret  Zone.  Also, 
possible  rocket  launch  sites  around  the  Long  Binlv^ien  Hoa  area  and  around 
Saigon  were  given  high  prloritlea.  The  monsoon  season  drastically  reduced

The  priaary  reaaons  for  the  inereaae  in  oovarage,  especially  Red  Haze,  is 
attributed  to  better  aalntananee  and  sufficient  aviatera.  The  aircraft 
availability  rate  for  the  1st  Cavalry  Division's  Mohawks  increased  1?  per¬ 
cent  and  the  1st  Infantry  Diviaion's  increased  11  percent.  The  direct 
support  concept  waa  proved  to  ba  both  feasible  and  suitable,  resulting  in 
a  auch  aoxe  efficient  utilisation  of  the  available  assets.  While  this 
would  seaa  to  be  tha  best  aethod  of  eaployasnt  for  this  section  of  South¬ 
east  Asia,  it  is  not  suggested  the  sane  would  hold  true  in  other  areas  of 
the  world. 

(a)  Air  Force  tactical  reconnaissance  aissions  flown  in  the  III  CTZ 
accounted  for  half  of  the  missions  coapleted  in  Tietnaa.  The  monsoon  season 
prevented  the  use  of  high  altitude,  large  format,  split  vertical  cameras. 
However,  low  and  aediua  altitude  caaera  systems  used  the  Texas  Printer  to 
enlarge  the  format  to  9x9  prints.  Extensive  use  of  high  acuity  Item  I  and 
Item  n  cameras  is  being  requested.  These  cameras  have  been  improved  and  are 
now  designated  the  KA-62  and  83«  The  lA-82  has  a  4*3  inch  by  29  i^ch  format 
with  a  140  degree  panoramic  sweep,  providing  stereo  vertical  and  low  oblique 
pictures  of  the  requested  target  area.  The  grain  sise  of  the  pbotogcapbic 
emulsion  of  the  film  provides  excellent  resolving  power,  resulting  in  more 
lines  per  millimeter.  Fine  detail  can  be  discerned  on  the  surface  of  the 
positive  print,  the 'positive  film  base,  and  the  negative.  Hmall  areas  can 
be  enlarged  120  times  without  loss  of  detail.  large  areas  can  be  covered 
with  less  cloud  obstruction  with  the  panoramic  rotary  lens,  and  optical  bar 
at  lover  altitudes.  This  allows  the  aircraft  to  obtain  the  required  per¬ 
centage  of  coverage  with  a  minimum  of  flight  lines.  Camouflage  detection 
film  (CO),  although  vertically  a  mlsnoaer  here  in  Vietnam  due  to  the  enecy's 
use  of  natural  vegetation  for  concealment,  has  been  found  to  be  excellent  for 
general  interpretation  when  used  to  supplement  black  and  white  photography. 

Ill  CTZ  units  have  I’sed  the  film  to  detect  infrared-absorbing  enemy  fortifica¬ 
tions  such  aa  mud  bunkers  where  foliage  has  been  cut  in  dense  Jungle  and 
along  water,  ways  to  determine  water  depth.  CD  film  is  an  excellent  sensor  to 
determine  damage  caused  by  air  strikes,  artillery, 'defoliation,  and  Rome  How 
operations.  Tbs  VHAF  Tactical  Reconnaissance  Squadron  has  made  tremendous 
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atrldea  lo  daiwlopaint  of  an  oparatlonal  ayatan  In  tha  BC  47*  Tba  X-17 
and  K-3a  apllt  Tartloal  oaaaraa  provlda  tba  foxaata  daalrad  (9x9  and  9x16) 
on  99  paroant  of  iBVI  unit  raquaata*  iBfl  wilta  and  fraa  World  ftaroa  unlta 
ara  now  apaelfloally  raquaatind  that  tbaaa  Vltf  jroduota  ba  piroTldad  baeauaa 
of  tba  axoallant  quality,  aaaiar  readout,  and  propax  pacbagitig  of  the  pboto- 
(raph.  Tba  BS-10-A  and  AAS>18  Infrared  Systana  vara  uaad  to  aupplanant  Aixgr 
Hobauk  niebt  aurreillanoa  and  targat  aaquisition  aircraft.  Tba  Bf4C  waa 
uaad  prlawrily  alon^  tha  nortban  bordara  of  tha  oorpa.  Both  tba  and 
31B37  flaw  nlcht  photo  oartrldBa  atrlpa  for  both  tha  payoholofical  Impact  on 
eiiaay  vnita  and  to  unitor  infiltration  routaa  alone  known  llnaa  of  ooa- 
■unlcatlon.

(a)  Tba  02  Targeta  Divieion'a  prinary  function  oontlnuea  lo  be  the 
doTelopunt  and  evaluation  of  targeta  fox  B-32  strlkaa.  There  baa  bean 
an  increaaa  in  the  davalopnent  of  targete  for  Conbat  Sky  Spota  (Badar 
Direotad  Tutical  Air  Strikaa)  and.  in  ooordlnatlon  with  other  at•^ff  aeo- 
tlona.  in  tha  uae  of  the  data  baaed  on  hard  inetallationo  and  eneny  activity 
indicatora  in  detaniining  araaa  for  plaoenent  of  CBU  nunitiona  and  land 
clearing  oparationa. 

(b)  A  total  of  464  targeta  in  III  CTZ  were  atruck  by  B-92'a  during  tbia 
quarter,  nalntainlng  approxlawtaly  tha  aau  intenalty  as  the  prevloua  quarter. 
Again  in  thla  quarter  the  majority  of  the  targeta  were  in  Tay  Hinh  Iirovir.ee 
(34  percent)  targeted  againet  the  lat  BTA  and  9th  TC  Oiviaiona.  Binh  Long 
frovinoa  received  I4  percent  of  thia  quextar'a  atrikaa  which  ware  targeted 
primarily  againet  the  lat  BTA  and  7th  fC  Biviaiona.  Long  Khanh  Frovinoa 

waa  again  one  of  the  arena  reoelvl^  a  aubatantial  percentage  of  the  atrikea 
during  the  quartar  (12  percent)  where  the  3th  TC  Biviaion  and  elementa  of 
MR*7  vare  the  targeta.

(0)  The  29tb  Chemical  Betubment.  under  tba  operational  control  of  tba 
62  Targeta  Bivlaion.  ramaina  one  of  tba  prlnolpal  aurvaillanoe  nana  avail¬ 
able  to  tb.  divialon.  Tbia  quarter.  184  boura  ware  flown  on  airborne  peraon- 
nal  detector  (Sniffer)  mlaaiona.  ewparad  to  only  67  boura  during  the  pxavioua 
quartar.  Thla  tramandoua  inoraasa  in  APB  mlealona  waa  due  to  greatly  in- 
oraaaad  aupport  to  OPCOI  unlta  and  tba  18tb  ABTH  Bivlaion.  Although  the 
number  of  boura  flown  on  defoliation  miaaiona  deoraaaad  from  69  during  the 
prevloua  quartar  to  36  for  thla  quartar.  tba  overall  flight  tlu  of  tba 
datacbmant  luraaaad  over  40  pareent.

^  The  l8t  HVA  Reginent  was  found  to  have  been  restdtordinnted  from 
COSVH  to  Sub  Region  3  probably  by  the  end  of  the  previous  qt.‘’a  (er.  The 
re  subordination  resulted  from  the  fomatlon  of  combined  oor:..c>nd  groups  in 
Sub  Region  3.

The  battalion  Is  divided  into  a  bridge  deetruotion 
section  and  an  underwater  demolition  aeotion  with  a  total  strength  of  50 
men.  A  prisoner  etated  that  the  battalion  primarily  operates  along  the 
Saigon  River  from  Bau  Tleng  to  Saigon.

This  high  level  of  activity  was  pr« ceded  by  agredual  in- 
exease  in  activity  and  followed  by  a  noderate  level  of  activity,  which  in¬ 
cluded  a  lesser  highpolnt  on  22-2}  Miqr*  All  four  divisions  participated 
in  the  May  phase  of  the  buKBer  Campaign.  During  the  first  hlghpolnt. 
elements  of  the  1st  RVA  Division  lost  200  killed  or  captured  In  ground 
setions  in  Tay  Rlnh  and  Blnh  Long  Fxovinceo.  while  elements  of  the  9th  VC 
Division  lost  173  killed  and  4  prisoners  in  three  contacts  with  ARVIi 
elements  southeast  of  Ben  Soi.  Ihnriiq;  the  second  hlghpolnt.  7th  NTA 
Division  elananta  wets  engaged  In  two  large  contacts  In  the  An  Loc  area, 
which  resulted  in  146  killed.  Activity  in  the  June  phase  of  the  humer 
Campaign  was  characterised  by  attacks  by  fire  and  a  number  of  ground  assaults 
against  allied  poaitions.  Although  the  number  of  enemy  initiated  incidents 
did  not  reach  the  May  high,  the  inteneity  of  the  activity  was  greater. 

OBTing  the  week  ending  7  June.  2.534  ene^y  were  killed  or  captured.  This 
waa  the  highest  weekly  total  for  the  quarter  and  Just  short  of  being  equal 
to  the  year's  high  reached  during  the  first  phase  of  the  Post-Tet  offensive. 
Activity  fell  off  at  the  end  of  Jtne  as  the  eneiy  regrouped  for  the  July 
phase  of  the  Summer  Campaign.  The  final  month  of  the  quarter  saw  limited 
action  with  only  a  suggested  bigh'^olnt  on  5  July.  The  quarter  ended  with 
the  main  eneiqy  units  avoiding  sigi  .'leant  contacts,  with  training  and  re¬ 
supply  as  the  main  emphasis. 

^  1st  RVA  Division:  By  the  midpoint  of  the  first  month  of  the  quarter 
the  95c  Regiment  and  elements  of  the  18B  Regiment,  the  K28  Sapper  Battalion, 
and  the  101D  Regiment  were  involved  in  offensive  operations  agaiiist  Landing 
Zones  Carolyn.  Grant,  and  Jamie,  respectively.  The  6  May  attack  on  Landing 
Zone  Carolyn  consisted  of  two  separate  gromd  attacks  preceded  by  four 
separate  indirect  fire  attacks.  The  action  resulted  in  9  DS  killed.  62 
DS  wounded,  plus  101  enemy  killed  and  29  captured.  Duri^  May  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  division  was  located  for  the  first  time  since  its  identifica¬ 
tion  in  III  CTZ{  the  location  waa  in  the  vicinity  of  JtT1099.  During  the 
month  of  June  the  E-28  Sapper  Battalion  and  the  18B  Regiment  were  operating 
in  the  same  general  ares  as  the  previous  month  and  initiated  attecks  on 
Landing  Zone  Ike.  Cki  9  and  11  June  the  9^0  Regiment  lost  II3  killed  in 
two  contacts  west  of  Dau  Tieng.  A  prisoner  ftom  a  1  July  contact  north¬ 
east  of  Landing  Zone  Ike  identified  his  unit  as  the  CI6  Mortar  Company. 

101D  Regimentt  which  suggested  that  the  regiment  could  be  moving  to  rear 
base  areas.  It  was  believed,  however,  that  the  bulk  of  the  '01D  Regiment 
was  still  in  the  vicinity  of  Hinh  Thanh  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
division  was  still  in  eastern  War  Zone  C  preparing  for  operations  against 
allied  installatloifs  in  the  area.  Ctaly  two  more  contact's  were  made  diring 
the  last  month  of  the  quarter,  both  with  the  101D  Regiment  northeast  of 
Mlnh  Thanh.

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waa  attacked  by  the  279th  Regiaent  on  12  Jme,  there  were  no  significant 
contacts  with  elenents  of  the  9th  Riviaion  during  the  resainder  of  the  nonth. 
A  captured  doouaent  identified  the  279th  Regiaent  eaat  of  Rang  Rang.  A 
report  by  a  rallier  stated  that  on  11  and  20  June  the  279th  and  174th 
Regiaents  respectiTsly  began  to  nove  back  into  War  Zone  D,  suggesting  that 
the  9th  VC  Division  was  shifting  its  area  of  operation  into  southern  Jar 
Zone  D,  At  the  beginning  of  July  agent  reports  indicated  that  the  9th  VC 
Division  was  located  in  southern  War  Zone  D.  On  8  July  a  Sol  Chanh  from 
the  2l3t  Sapper  Battalion  who  rallied  at  ICF3648  Indicated  that  part  of  his 
unit  was  north  of  the  Dong  Hal  River*  Reports  Indicated  that  the  174th 
Regiment  had  conducted  reconnaissance  of  Forward  Operating  Base  Ann  during 
the  middle  of  June,  suggesting  that  this  rsgioent  was  planning  operations 
north  of  the  Dong  Nai  River.  By  mia-July  the  continued  lack  of  identifi¬ 
able  contact  with  elements  of  the  9th  Division  south  of  the  Dong  Nai  River 
and  a  series  of  light  contacts  north  of  the  river  led  to  the  conclusion 
that  at  least  part  of  the  9th  Division  had  relocated  in  southern  War  Zone 
D«  while  the  99th  Regiaent  was  still  in  Ba  Bien  Province.  Throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  quarter  elements  of  the  division  avoided  identifiable 
contact,  suggesting  the  possibility  that  the  entire  division  has  with¬ 
drawn  into  base  areas  in  War  Zone  D.  The  estimated  strength  at  tbs  end 
of  the  quarter  is  4.490. 

4  7th  NVA  Dlvislont  At  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  the  141st  Regi¬ 
ment  waa  believed  to  be  functioning  as  security  for  the  7th  NVA  headquarters 
in  the  Fishhook.  The  209th  Regiment  was  identified  southwest  of  the  Fish¬ 
hook  in  an  attack  on  Landing  Zone  Phyllis  and  in  attaoka  on  convoys  in  tha 
area,  while  the  169th  Regiment  remained  in  the  violnlty  of  Hinh  Thanh. 

During  Key  the  209th  Regiment  moved  eastward  from  northeastern  War  Zone  C 
to  a  position  southeast  of  An  Loc.  from  its  assumed  sanctuary  in  the 
Fishhook,  the  141st  Regiment  began  offensive  operations  with  an  attack  on 
the  village  of  Minh  Due  southwest  of  An  Loo  on  29  Msy  where  it  lost  90  nen. 
The  14l8t  Regiment  was  identified  again  on  24  May  in  a  contact  with  the  Ist 
US  Infantry  Division  southwest  of  An  Loo  oostiJig  the  eneny  96  killed. 
Significant  contacts  with  the  7th  NVA  Division  during  June  included  one 
with  the  169th  Regiment  on  6  June  southwest  of  An  Loo  and  one  with  the  209th 
Regiment  on  the  same  day  northwest  of  An  Loo.  The  enemy  lost  a  total  of 
210  men  during  the  two  contacts.  In  a  light  contact  on  21  June,  southeast 
of  An  Loe.  the  141st  Regiment  waa  identified  by  captured  doounents.  The 
beginning  of  July  was  marked  by  a  lack  of  contacts  with  elements  of  the  7th 
NVA  Division.  Toward  the  middle  of  the  month  there  were  indications  that 
the  169th  and  209th  Regiments  may  be  moving  north  with  the  let  NVA  Division 
for  the  purpose  of  seourlng  supplies  and  relnforoements.  Tbs  lack  of  con¬ 
tact  during  the  menth  suggests  that  the  division  is  still  preparing  for 
operations,  probably  in  the  An  Loo  area.  The  209th  Regiment  is  believed 
located  northwest  of  An  Loo.  the  Mist  Regiment  east  of  An  Loc.  and  the 
169th  Regiment  Just  northwest  of  An  Loo.  Estimated  strength  of  the  division 
is  4.800. 

^  9'th  VC  Division:  The  quarter  began  with  the  identification  of  the 
271st  Regiment  in  an  attack  on  a  6th  ARVN  night  defensive  position  south¬ 
east  of  Ben  Sol,  resulting  in  94  enemy  killed  and  2  prisoners.  Heavy  losses 
continued  to  be  sustained  by  the  271st  Regiment  in  early  Play  when  on  11  and 
12  May  the  Jd  and  6th  ARVN  Battalions  were  attacked  southeaiet  of  Ben  Soi 
resulting  in  275  enemy  killed  and  4  prlsonera.  No  contacts  were  made  with 
the  271st  Regiment  during  the  remainder  of  M^.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter  the  9th  Division  waa  composed  of  the  27lBt,  272d.  and  275d  Regiments. 
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Cki  23  Hiy  a  oaptured  doouaent  rerealed  that  the  273d  Regiaent  had  Infiltrated 
Into  IT  Oorpe  and  that  the  6Bth  Reglaent  wae  now  subordinate  to  the  9th 
TC  Division.  The  272d  Reglaent  wae  Identified  on  6  June  in  an  attack  on 
Pire  Support  Base  Crook)  another  attack  fcllowed  the  next  day  by  the  68th 
Reglaent.  Total  oaeualtles  for  the  two  attacks  were  399  killed  and  11 
prisoners.  At  the  saae  time  an  attack  was  aads  on  Tsy  Blnh  City  by  tly> 

271st  Rsglnent  and  elements  of  the  88th  Reglaent  with  total  enemy  loeaes 
amounting  to  125  killed.  The  next  Identification  was  on  27  June  when  the 
88th  Regiment  lost  94  killed  in  a  contact  east  of  Hul  Ba  Den  with  the  25th 
ns  Infantry  Division.  The  88th  Regiaent  was  again  identified  on  20  July 
southeast  of  Ben  Sue  and  on  23  July  northwest  of  Go  Dau  Ha.  Ho  further 
contact  was  made  during  the  quarter  with  other  elements  of  the  division. 

At  the  end  of  the  quarter  the  271st  and  272d  Reglaents  were  believed  to  be 
located  west  of  Tay  Hinh  City  along  the  Cambodian  border  and  the  88th 
Regiment  in  the  northern  Straight  Edge  Woods.  Strength  of  the  division 
is  estimated  to  be  at  4,150. 

4  let  NTA  Regiment:  There  were  no  major  contacts  involving  the  1st 
IIVA  Regiment  during  the  quarter.  Small  contacts,  prisoner  and  Hoi  Chudr 
reports  confirmed  the  presence  of  the  regiment  in  southern  Long  An  Province 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  last  significant  contact  on  16  April  southwest  of 
Ben  Luc.  Elements  of  the  regiment  were  able  to  avoid  contact,  until  2^ 

June  when  elements  of  the  50th  ARTH  Regiment  engaged  an  unknown  size  eneqy 
force  just  nerth  of  Binh  Fhuoc  in  southwestern  Long  An  Province,  killing 
5  and  capturing  6.  Prisoners  identified  the  C12/K6-lBt  KVA  Regiment.  The 
K6  Battalion  wae  again  identified  on  10  July  by  a  prisoner  oaptured  In  the 
vioinlty  of  XS4166.  On  13  July  the  50th  ARTH  Regiment  killed  21  and  captured 
5  prisoners  who  Identified  the  E4  Battalion.  On  21  July  12  enemy  were  killed 
in  a  contact  from  which  documents  identified  the  K4  Battalion.  In  late 
June  the  creation  of  a  Combined  Comnand  Group  changed  the  subordination  of 
the  regiaent  from  COSTN  to  3R-3.  The  purpose  of  the  group  was  apparently 
to  solve  oommand  and  control  problems  whioh  arose  when  the  Ist  HTA  Regi¬ 
ment,  subordinate  to  C03TH,  conduoted  operations  with  Looml  Poroe  units 
which  were  subordinate  to  SR-3.  As  the  Combined  Command  Group  will  be 
responsible  to  SR-3,  elementa  of  tbs  let  HTA  Regiment  will  presumably 
fulfill  missions  of  SR-3.  However,  the  retention  of  the  old  reporting 
ohain  for  the  regimental  elements  Indicates  that  some  control  over  the  use 
of  its  elements  will  he  maintained  by  the  regiment.  Total  strength  of  the 
reglaent  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  is  estimated  to  be  1,490. 

X  101st  HTA  Reglaent I  During  the  first  oonth  of  the  quarter  two 
notable  contacts  in  the  South  Miohslin  -  North  foapesoid  area  resulted 
in  142  killed,  (b  19  May  oaptured  doounents  indicated  the  praeenoe  of  the 
regimnt  in  the  area  just  south  of  the  Boi  Loi  Woods,  and  on  24  Nay  three 
wounded  and  1  dead  NTA  from  the  101st  Regiment  were  found  in  the  Boi  Lol 
Woods.  No  slgnlfloant  oontaot  was  made  until  I6  June  when  the  25th  Infantry 
Division  engaged  an  unknown  nuidier  of  enemy  whioh  resulted  in  40  killed. 
Captured  doouments  revealed  that  the  unit  In  oontaot  was  the  3-101st  HTA 
Regiaent.  Throughout  July  small  contacts  continued  to  he  made  with  the 
regiment  in  the  South  Miohelin  ••  North  Trapesoid  area.  Strength  at  the 
and  of  the  quarter  is  estimated  to  be  1,200. 

Dong  Hal  Regiaent 1  Soattered  oontaots  early  In  the  first  mouth  of 
the  quarter  indicate  that  the  regiaent  remains  dispersed.  A  prisoner, 
eaptursd  on  11  Msy,  Indioatad  that  the  12,  Dong  Hai  Regiment,  had  suffered 
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heeey  oeeueltlee  and  had  noeed  to  ffan  ^lao  and  that  the  Dong  lal  Regl> 
•ent,  relocate  there  alao.  On  18  '.laf  a  prlaoaer  waa  taken  who  identified 
hie  unit  aa  33d/K1t  Bong  lal  Reglaent.  According  to  hla*  the  El  Battalion 
was  oonposed  of  four  ooapanles  of  60  aen  each  with  the  following  dee  Ignat Iona  1 
538»  339i  340|  ud  341*  head^nartera  aeotloc  of  the  reglaent  was  located 
in  the  Tlolnity  of  hj  a  prisoner  oaptnred  on  26  Higr.  A  Hoi  Ohanh 

who  rallied  on  3  Jonot  identified  hie  unit  as  the  E3t  Bong  lai  Regiasnt. 

Ota  8  June  the  PDlitloal  Officer  of  the  I3  Battalion  was  captured.  He  stated 
that  the  battalion  waa  located  la  the  Ban  Ca  lake  area,  just  north  of  An 
Son.  SLoaonta  of  the  battalion  ware  looated  as  followai  (I)  C1/K3  in  ths 
Tioinltw  of  Lal  Thlau,  (2)  C2/E3  in  the  rlolnltj  of  B1  An,  and  (3)  C3/E3 
In  the  vicinity  of  lai  Thisn.  Throughout  the  reaainder  of  June  prisoners 
and  Bol  Chanh  contiunad  to  identify  elaaants  of  the  reglaent  In  areas 
previously  looated.  On  12  June  a  prisoner  captured  In  the  vicinity  of 
II8313  froa  C4AI1  Bong  Hal  Reglaent,  stated  that  Cl,  C2,  and  C3  ooapanles 
aoved  south  on  10  June.  A  prisoner  captured  on  27  June  Identified  the 
following  specialised  ooapanles  subordinate  to  the  regiasnt  1  14th  tlortar, 

16th  HR,  18th  AA,  20th  Coamunioationa,  21at  Medical,  22d  Baoonnaissanoe, 

24th  Transportation,  and  19th  Aiglneer.  Strength  of  the  reglaent  at  the 
end  of  the  quarter  la  estloatad  to  be  1,200* 

^  Sub  Regional  Activity  In  Sub  R^lon  1  was  aoderate  in  Key.  Buring 
the  aonth  the  lOlat  HVA  Reglaent  lost  II4  killed  and  1  prisoner  in  a  con¬ 
tact  east  of  Bau  Tieng.  On  I3  and  I4  May,  in  the  same  aiea,  and  on  16  May 
northeast  of  Trung  Lap,  the  eneay  lost  a  total  of  134  killed  in  three 
contacts  involving  unidentified  eleaents.  Activity  continued  to  be  moder¬ 
ate  throughout  June,  and  a  steady  decline  was  noted  in  July.  Activity  was 
light  in  Sub  Region  2  except  for  a  few  significant  contacts.  One  was  a 
contact  southwest  of  Thu  Thus  in  mid-May  with  the  267th  Battalion,  in  which 
83  enemy  were  killed.  A  significant  ammunition  cache  was  found  in  the 
same  area  in  mid-July.  A  contact  on  29  July  involving  elements  of  the 
3th  Special  Poroes  and  23th  US  Infantry  Bivlslon  In  tte  vicinity  of  XS3689 
cost  unidentified  enemy  eleaents  a  total  of  96  killed.  Only  a  few  light 
contacts  and  attacks  fire  interrupted  the  lull  which  prevailed  in  Sub 
Region  3<  Light  activity  predominated  in  Sub  Region  4  with  only  a  few 
major  incidents  occurring.  Cta  13  May,  87  eneay  were  killed  in  an  attack 
by  an  estimated  battalion  southeast  of  Binh  Son.  The  heaviest  enengr  losses 
were  suffered  on  16  June  in  an  attack  south  of  Bearcat  by  the  274th  Regl- 
msnt  which  resulted  In  212  enemy  killed.  At  the  beginning  of  M^  there  waa 
a  sharp  increase  in  terrorist  activities  in  Saigon  followed  by  a  relative 
lull  dulng  the  remainder  of  the  quarter*

Baphasls  will 
bo  on  attaoka  by  fire,  and  sapper  a^  small-aeala  grouid  actions  as  ho 
attempts  to  produce  maxima  casualties  while  holding  hie  losses  to  a  minimuB. 
Movement  of  supplies  and  persotuwl  south  into  III  Corps  during  the  August  > 
October  period  will  probably  be  reduced  by  wet  weather,  making  it  less  llkeJy 
that  the  enemy  will  oosnit  bis  main  fores  units  in  large-scale,  corps  wide 
attacks  which  would  result  in  losses  that  could  not  be  soon  replaced.

A  reorientation  ox 
the  operations  of  the  1st  Infantry  and  23tb  Infantry  Divisions  la  the  Saieon 
River  Corridor  (Citadel,  Boi  Loi  Woods,  Bo  Bo  Woods,  Trapesoid,  Miehelin, 
and  Lone  Bevyon  Seoret  Zone)  was  effected  Ir  ni-jer  to  pnt  naxiniai  pressure 
on  the  SR-1  nain  force  units  operatiae  on  either  side  of  the  Saieon  River. 

The  23tb  Infantry  Division  area  of  responsibility  was  Han  Hein  u>d  Toy  Minh 
IVovinces,  where  operations  seoinat  tha  9ab  TC  Diviaion  ware  conducted 
north  and  veat  of  Toy  Blah  City,  and  neutralisation  of  SR-1  forcee  and  at 
eneqy  base  areas  alone  the  Saieon  River  Corridor  continued.  The  lot  Infantxy 
Division,  relleved'of  responsibility  for  the  upper  tier,  concentrated  on 
grindine  down  sidi  regional  forces  in  Binh  Dnone  and  Blen  Boa  Provinces  and 
on  pacification  operations  in  t|y<>  area.  The  1st  Cavalzy  Division  assnned 
responsibility  for  Binh  Lone  and  Fhuoc  Lone  i^xinoes,  as  well  os  War  Zone 
C,  with  the  alssion  of  advonei'^  pacification,  iaprovine  the  effectiveness 
of  DS,  ARTB,  and  RF/PF  units,  and  oonductine  nilitary  operations.  The  11th 
Anaored  Cavalry  ReelAsnt  conducted  several  extended  operations  in  the  juneles 
north  of  the  Miehelin  Plantation  and  in  War  Zone  C.  At  the  close  of  the 
quarter,  the  reeiuent,  less  one  squadron,  was  OPCCfR  to  the  1st  Cavalry 
Mvision  and  operated  in  Binh  Long  Province.  On  16  June  the  199th  Light 
Infantry  Brigade  eoapleted  its  aove  from  the  Counand  Military  District  to 
Long  Khuih  Province.  It  had  a  threefold  ■laeloni  to  upgrade  the  leth  ARTB 
Division  by  neons  of  coihined  oparatlona  with  US  units  and  close  association 
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with  ns  foroeot  to  aesiet  ABVI  and  proelnoe  foroea  In  tbelr  paoifloatlon 
efftnrtet  and  to  put  additional  foroea  into  the  area  in  which  the  5th  VC 
Dlviaion  wae  operating*  The  let  Acetrallan  Taak  Force  oontinuad  to  operate 
in  Fhuoo  Frorlnoe.  A  ooriiiaed  operation  wae  oonducted  by  the  Anatrallana 
and  <loee>..jient  of  Tietnan  Karina  Taak  Foroe  ”B"  in  the  Hat  Dleh.  The  RTAVF 
began  the  exohange  of  Ita  1at  Brigade  with  like  elenant  in  Thailand.  This 
rotation  ia  due  to  be  oonpleted  on  12  Anguet.  The  3d  Hobile  Strike  Foroe 
Conpany  conducted  aeveral  extended  reoonnaiasance  operationa  in  War  2ona  B. 
Capital  Military  Aaaiatatice  Connand  anployed  ita  one  brigade i  the  3d  Brigade, 
62d  Airborne  Blvlalon,  in  weatem  Coamand  Militaiy  District.  Operation 
"Giant  Slingshot",  an  effort  by  OS  and  TM  IsTy  elenente  to  interdict  enemy 
norenent  on  inland  watarwaya,  wae  extended  to  the  Saigon  Biver  and  also 
inolndad  the  Tan  Co  Dong  and  Tan  Co  Tay  Slvers.  The  Phuoe  Tinh  -  Song  fie 
Bead  operation,  Initiated  21  April,  was  coapleted  on  I4  Junei  this  project 
consisted  of  upgrading  6?  kllonetera  of  road,  repairing  and  replacing 
bridges  and  culverts,  and  clearing  a  200  meter  wide  strip  on  either  side  of 
the  road.  This  work  was  performed  by  1st  Infantry  Division,  5tb  ARTH 
Division,  and  l62d  Land  Clearing  Battalion  elements.  Two  large  convoys 
were  run  from  Fhu  Cuong  to  Song  fie  and  back  without  incident.  Operation 
"Dong  Tien",  meaning  "progress  together",  was  initiated  on  1  July.  This 
concept  was  designed  to  "marry  up"  II  FFORCST  and  ARVN  conoands  participat¬ 
ing  in  the  effort  to  upgrade  Government  of  Vietnam  forces.  At  the  close  of 
the  reporting  period,  II  FFORCEV  combat  operations  and  quick  reaction  to 
intelligence  continued  to  hurt  the  ability  of  the  enemy  to  wage  large  scale 
offensive  actions. 

(b)  Results  of  operations  in  III  CTZ. 

Significant  results  of  United  States  and  Free  World  Military  Assistance 
Forces  (DS/FUMAF)  participation  in  Campaign  Toan  Thang,  Phase  III,  during 
liay,  June,  and  July  were  677  US/FV/MAF  killed  (826  US,  21  Australians  and 
Hew  Zealanders,  30  Thais);  6,324  wounded  or  missing  (5,816  US,  142  Australians, 
364  Thais);  11,588  eneny  killed;  and  462  enemy  captured.  In  addition,  enemy 
losses  Included  2,417  small  arms;  598  crew  served  weapons;  167,032  rounds 
of  small  sms  ammunition;  6,392  high  explosive  rounds;  35  rockets;  1,325 
mines;  6,660  grenades;  and  17O.36  tons  of  rice  either  captured  or  destroyed. 

2  Cumulative  results  of  Campaign  Toan  Thang,  Phase  HI,  included  1,543 
US/FVMaF  killed  (l,475  US,  26  Australians  and  Hew  Zealanders,  42  Thais); 

10,546  wounded  or  missing  (9,779  US,  214  Australians  and  New  Zealanders,  555 
Thais);  21,390  enemy  killed;  and  848  prisoners.  Snsmy  losses  included  5,024 
small  arms;  1,310  crew  aervmd  weapons;  898,122  rounds  of  small  arms  ammunition; 
26,454  high  explosive  rounds;  40  rockets;  2^331  mines;  12,874  grenades;  and 
777.58  tons  of  rich  either  captured  or  destroyed. 

(2)  Summary  of  Coiabat  Operations* 

(a)  1st  Infantry  Olvlaion.  Ths  1st  Infantry  Division  continued  to 
participate  in  Campaign  Toan  Thang.  On  17  April  D  Troop  (Air),  1-4ih 
Cavalry  was  attached  to  the  let  Aviation  Battalion  (Cceibat).  This  Internal 
reorganization  of  air  aasets  provided  increased  maintenance  supMrt  to  the 
air  cavalry  troop  and  inoreased  the  availability  of  ita  airoraft.  On  18 
June  the  lat  Brigade  began  relocating  from  Luan  Loi  to  Dau  Tieng  Base  Camp 
(XT4947)  and  assumed  responsibility  from  ths  25th  Infantry  Division  for  base 
camp  security  on  30  June.  The  division  initiated  combat  operationa  in  the 
Michelin  Rubber  Plantation  and  in  ths  western  Trapesoid  area  and  inoreased 
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ooablned  operetiona  with  tiw  ABVH  Diviaion  and  tba  Irovinclal  Forcea 
during  the  period.  Combined  forcea  of  infantry,  aechanlzadi  anDor,  and 
engineers  completed  the  opening  of  the  1  1  line  of  conmunication  to  allow 

resupply  convoys  to  travel  from  Phu  Cuong  tc  Song  Be  13  throiigh  17  Jutie. 
Operation  Toan  Thang  2-64,  begun  op  21  April,  and  terminated  on  26  June. 

It  was  oontrolled  by  the  lat  Brigade  and  consisted  of  opening  and  upgrading 
HigtaMay  1A,  Bighway  14,  and  Koute  31'!  fi^  Phnoc  Tlnh  to  Boi^  Xoai  to  ihuoc 
Blnh.  A  total  of  9,243  acres  of  land  ware  cleared  during  the  operation. 

Route  upgrading  and  bridge  repair  were  conducted  by  the  301st  ARVK  engineer 
Battalion.  From  3  to  22  Juna  a  combined  operation  was  conducted  with  the 
5th  ARVR  Division  in  the  vicinity  of  An  Loo  and  Luan  Lol  to  find  and 
destroy  elements  of  the  lat  and  7th  North  Vietnaaiese  Division.  Results  of 
this  operation  were  601  enemy  killed  and  29  prisoners,  with  substantial 
quantities  of  war  materiel  captured.  Operation  An  Son  was  conducted  4  to 
23  June  with  elements  of  the  2d  Battalion,  18th  Infantry)  the  7th  Battalion, 
18th  ARVN  Regiment;  and  four  Regional  Force  com; anies  participating.  A 
combined  HS/aRTN  staff  was  formed  under  the  command  of  a  DS'  field  grade 
officer.  A  task  force  was  organized  to  eliminate  main  force  elements  which 
had  Infiltrated  the  An  Son  area,  south  of  Phu  Cuong.  The  task  force  saturated 
the  area  and  eliminated  83  of  the  reported  120  VO  in  the  area.  Of  the  total, 
15  enemy  soldiers  rallied  as  a  result  of  a  combination  of  tactical  pressure 
supported  by  extensive  psyops  coverage.  A  special  technique  was  employed 
whereby  loudspeaker  broadcasts  from  aircraft,  river  patrol  boats,  and  ground 
vehicles  were  transmitted  in  accordance  with  a  coordinated  maneuver  an^i 
broadcast  schedule,  ihiring  previously  announced  periods  of  one  hour  dura¬ 
tion  allied  troojjs  would  cease  offensive  operations  to  allow  eneny  troops 
to  rally.  Pinemy  forces  were  educated  through  the  loud  speaker  missions 
and  through  contact  made  by  armed  propoganda  teams  as  to  the  best  procedures 
to  be  used  to  rally.  Operation  Boston  Pistol,  conducted  18  to  50  June, 
relieved  the  Ist  Infantry  Diviaion  of  responsibility  for  Binh  Long  irovinoe, 
Phuoc  Long  Province,  and  the  Luan  Loi  Base  Camp,  with  the  let  Cavalry 
Diviaion  (AM)  assuming  responsibility  for  the  area.  The  2d  Brigade  con¬ 
centrated  its  efforts  on  pacification  operations  during  the  period.  An 
expanded  area  of  operations  into  the  northern  Lam  dong  area  resulted  in 
additional  road  security  requirements  (Ben  Cat  to  ibuDc  Vinh)  and  the 
assumption  of  "overwatch"  responsibility  for  additional  target  hamlets. 

The  3d  Brigade  retained  responsibility  for  Lai  Kne  Base  defense,  dcbool 
construction,  repair,  and  maintenance  continued  to  enhance  the  South 
Vietnamese  educational  system.  On  12  May  at  033*^  hours  in  the  vicinity  of 
Fire  Support  Base  Buttons  (YU1 39875),  e  contact  by  the  1-2d  Infantry  re¬ 
sulted  in  35  enemy  killed  with  friendly  casualties  of  2  US  wounded,  to  24 
May  at  I3I6  hours  approximately  six  kilometers  west  of  Aa  Thanh  Blnh  (XT 
693868),  a  contact  by  the  2-2d  Infantry  (M)  resulted  in  33  enemy  killed  and 
3  crew  served  weapons,  8  small  arms,  32  HB  rounds,  and  17  grenades  captured. 
Friendly  losses  were  17  wounded.  On  24  May  at  1823  hours  approximately 
five  kilometera  west  of  Xa  Thanh  Binh  (XT700870),  a  contact  by  the  2-2d 
Infantry  (M)  resulted  In  30  enemy  killed  and  4  crew  served  weapons,  9  small 
arms,  38  HU  rounds,  and  18  grenades  captured.  Friendly  losses  were  6  wounded. 
On  25  Play  the  division  killed  a  total  of  129  enemy.  On  6  June  at  1053  hours 
approximately  two  kilometers  west  of  Ap  An  Phu  (XT720925)  Company  B/2-2d 
Infantry  (M)  engaged  on  estimated  eneiy  company  size  force.  The  enemy 
returned  fire  and  light  fire  teams,  aerial  rocket  artillery,  artillery,  and 
tactical  air  supported  the  contact.  At  II40  hours  A/2-2d  reln^orceo  the 
contact  and  at  1355  hours  £/2-11th  Cavalry  reinforced.  The"^ continued 
until  1300  hours.  Results  wsre  78  ehsmy  killsd  ud  3  prlsonsrs,  3  Hr!  rounds, 

6  crew  werved  weapons,  I7  small  arma,  940  rovnda  of  small  arms  ammunition,  and 
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71  ATonados  captured,  friendly  loeaee  were  4  US  killed  and  I4  wounded. 

Cta  6  June  at  1310  honrs  approxiaately  four  klloaetera  northwest  of  Xob 
Ruong  (XT7667OO))  a  contact  by  the  1-26th  Infantry  resulted  in  ^6  anemf 
killed  and  2  prisoners  oaptured.  There  were  oo  friendly  casualties.  Cta 
7  June  at  IO43  hours  approzlaately  two  kilometers  north  of  Xa  Minh  Due 
(XT713839)i  Troop  C/2-11th  Cawalry  received  fire  from  an  unknown  size  eneoQr 
force.  Fire  was  returned,  supported  by  hunter  killer  teams,  li^ht  fire 
teams,  artillery,  and  tactical  air.  Company  C/2-2d  Infantry  (H),  Troop 
F/2-11th,  and  Troop  ^/2-11th  reinforced  the  contact  which  broke  at  1630 
hours.  Results  were  96  enciy  killed  with  friendly  losses  of  4  UJ  killed 
and  26  woisided.  The  let  Infantry  Mvislon  killed  a  total  of  14O  enemy  on 
7  June.  The  month  of  July  was  oharocterised  by  light  contMts. 

(b)  lat  Cavalry  Division  (AM).  During  the  early  part  of  May  the  1st 
Cavalry  Division  shifted  operations  to  the  southern  portion  of  War  Zone  C 
and  assumed  an  interdictory  posture  typified  by  small  unit  patrols  and 
ambushes.  In  the  latter  part  of  May  the  division  resumed  its  offensive 
role  to  attack  major  enemy  formations  in  their  base  areas  throughout  central 
War  Zone  C.  Tha  1st  Cavalry  Division  forces,  operating  in  heavily  jungled 
terrain  against  large  troop  concentrations  in  fortified  base  areas, 
utilised  a  technique  employing  massed  B-32  strikes  followed  by  massive 
ground  force  exploitation  against  such  targets.  jSxtensive  use  was  made 
of  large  amounts  of  C3  crystal  in  conjunction  with  these  operations;  this 
aided  in  canalizing  enemy  movements  and  in  denying  him  hie  bases.  Severe 
damage  was  inflicted  on  two  of  the  three  regiments  of  the  let  NVA  Division 
and  on  supporting  units,  the  enemy's  logistical  traffic  was  significantly 
disrupted,  and  the  in,itlatj.ve  was  wrested  from  the  eneoy*  Operation  Mon¬ 
tana  Raider,  begun  or.  13  April,  terminated  on  12  May.  This  was  a  three- 
phased  operation  targeted  against  one  regiment  of  the  1st  Division  and  two 
regiments  of  the  7th  Division  with  each  brigade  in  turn  cross -re inforcing 
with  the  11th  ACR  to  exploit  B-52  strikes*  The  1st  Brigade,  with  the  11th 
ACR,  conducted  an  operation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Cresoent  in  AO  Red 
(XT3564,  XT49641  Xr4846.  XT3346).  Tha  2d  Brigade,  with  the  11th  ACR,  con¬ 
ducted  an  operation  in  AO  White  (XT5558,  XT6465,  XT5972»  XT5066,  XT4960) 
against  elements  of  the  163th  Regiment,  7th  HTA  Division.  The  Brigade 
with  the  11th  ACR,  conducted  on  operation  in  AO  Blue  (XT7077>  XT7071> 

XT5671i  104964,  XT4577)  against  elements  of  the  209th  Regiment,  7th  BVA 
Division*  The  results  were  39  BS  killed,  131  wounded,  and  1  aircraft 
destroyed  with  333  enemy  killed  and  8  prisoners,  23I  individual  weapons, 

96  crew  served  weapons,  1,766  large  caliber  rounds,  79,396  >'aall  caliber 
rounds,  131*9  tons  of  rice,  and  29*43  tons  of  salt  oaptiured.;  The  division 
also  conducted  operations  in  AO  Montana  Soout  against  elements  of  the  Ist 
and  7th  N7A  Divisions  in  War  Zone  C,  operations  in  AO  Commanche  Warrior  and 
AO  Crook  II  against  elements  of  the  3tb  VC  Division  in  War  Zone  D,  and 
operations  in  Kentucky  Cougar  TAOI  against  enemy  forces  throughout  northern 
in  CTZ.  Results  of  Operation  Montana  Soout  were  1,370  enemy  killed  and  39 
prisoners,  399  Individual  weapons,  39  orev  served  weapons,  1,694  large 
caliber  rounds,  76,236  small  caliber  rounds,  63*96  tons  or  rice,  and  14*73 
tons  of  salt  captured*  Friendly  losses  were  64  BS  killed,  376  wounded, 

19  aircraft  destroyed,  and  1  103mm  howitser  destroyed*  Operations  in 
Commandche  Warrior  and  Creek  II  were  conducted  by  the  Brigade*  The 
mission  of  the  brigade  was  to  Interdict  the  southerly  movement  of  the  3th 
Division  out  of  War  Zone  D  into  the  heavily  populated  areas  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Long  Binh  <  Bien  Hba  area,  to  interdict  known  crossing  points  on 
the  Sor^  Dong  lai  River,  and  to  locate  the  273th  and  174th  Regiments  of 
the  3th  Division*  Results  of  these  operations  were  132  enemy  killed  and 
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3  prlaonerst  46  individual  weapons,  2t  crew  served  weapons,  1,626  lir^e 
caliber  rounds,  77*070  small  calitar  rounds,  194.36  tons  of  nee, 
tons  of  salt,  6.3  tons  of  flower,  1,000  cans  of  fish,  and  70  tons  of 
assorted  foodstuffs  captured.  Friendly  losses  were  19  Uo  Rilled,  104 
wounded,  and  2  aircraft  destroyed.  Operations  in  Kentucky  Cougar  were 
Initiated  on  24  June.  Contacts  were  light  and  cache  finds  insignificant. 
Major  results  were  derived  from  bomb  damage  assessment  of  B-32  strikes  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Crescent  and  War  Z(me  C.  Results  were  117  eneii(/  killed 
and  9  prisoners,  23  individual  weapons,  1  crew  served  weapon,  38  large 
caliber  rounds,  3,467  small  caliber  rounds,  3.31  tons  of  rice,  and  1.21 
tons  of  salt  captured.  Psychological  operations  increased  throughout  the 
division  AO.  Special  leaflets  ware  developed  against  all  known  enemy  units 
of  battalion,  regimental,  and  divisional  size  stressing  the  hardship  of  the 
jungle,  enemy  losses,  and  ARVN/allied  firepower.  Special  tapes  targeted 
against  specific  enemy  units  were  developed  and  broadcast  to  the  enemy  in 
known  and  suspected  locations.  Leaflets  supporting  the  Chieu  Hoi  and 
Voluntary  Information  I'rogram  were  stressed  and  tapes  were  used  in  this 
connection  also.  Quick  Reaction  Psyops  were  improved  and  targeted  against 
eneii\y  units  in  contact  and  hand  held  megaphones  were  used  at  company  l^^vel 
for  on-the-ground  broadcasting  of  surrender  and  Chieu  Hoi  appeals  immediately 
after  contacts.  Some  of  the  lairger  oontaots  during  the  period  follow.  On 
6  May,  the  2 -8th  Cavalry  continued  security  of  LZ  3t.  Barbara  and  LZ  Carolyn, 
conducting  operations  to  the  north.  At  0200  hours,  LZ  Carolyn  began  receiv¬ 
ing  a  mortar  and  rocket  attack,  followed  by  a  ground  assault  by  an  estimated 
enesy  regiment.  The  assault  was  from  the  southwest  and  north  dnd  by  0223 
hours  a  portion  of  the  perimeter  had  been  breached.  At  0513  hours,  a 
103mm  howitzer  ammunition  dump  was  hit  and  destroyed;  fighting  oontinusi 
throughout  the  early  morning  hours.  Counter  attacks  reestablished  the 
perimeter  and  the  enemy  force  began  withdrawing  at  O413  hours  with  contact 
braoking  at  O6OO  hours.  At  0330  hours,  elements  of  Company  B  were  airlifted 
from  LZ  Barbara  to  reinforce  and  begin  a  sweep  of  the  battle  area.  At  0930 
hours,  A/2-5th  Cavalry  combat  assaulted  to  block  avenues  of  escape  from  the 
battle  area  to  the  north.  At  123O  hours,  B/2-12th  Cavalry  combat  assaulted 
to  block  and  interdict  avenues  to  the  vest.  The  sweep  of  the  battle  area 
revealed  the  following  results;  101  eneny  killed,  29  prisoners,  and  48 
small  arms,  23  crew  served  weapons,  12,000  rounds  of  small  arms  ammunition, 

249  HK  rounds,  and  239  grenades  captured.  Friendly  losses  were  9  L3  killed 
and  62  wounded.  At  O24O  hours  on  12  May,  the  2-7th  Cavalry  received  200 
rounds  of  mortar  fire  at  LZ  Jamie,  followed  by  a  ground  attack  by  an  esti¬ 
mated  enemy  battalion.  The  perimeter  was  breached  at  O423  hours  and  one 
bunker  captured.  The  bunker  was  later  neutralized  and  the  perimeter  re¬ 
established.  The  enemy  was  forced  to  withdraw  at  0443  hours  and  contact 
ceased  at  O613  hours.  A  sweep  of  the  battle  area  produced  70  enemy  killed, 

1  prisoner,  and  26 ‘small  arms,  3  crew  served  weapons,  47  rounds,  and  200 
grenades  captured.  Friendly  losses  were  7  IIS  killed  and  33  wounded.  At 
0315  hours  on  12  May,  the  2-12th  Cavalry  received  an  unknown  number  of 
rocket  rounds  at  LZ  Grant.  This  was  followed  by  a  ground  attack  by  an  esti¬ 
mated  two  enemy  compeinies  which  breached  the  perimeter  on  the  west  side  and 
occupied  two  bunkers.  The  massed  fire  of  ARA  and  artillery,  coupled  with 
a  deployment  of  the  reaction  force  from  within  the  landing  zone  stopped  the 
attack  and  reestablished  the  perimeter.  All  fire  ceased  at  0443  hours  and 
the  enemy  withdrew.  Results  of  the  contact  were  45  enemy  killed,  3  prisoners, 
taken,  and  7  small  arms,  6  crew  served  weapons,  16  Hi3  rounds,  and  96  grenades 
captured.  .  Friendly  caeualties  were  5  killed  and  4^  wounded.  During  con¬ 
tacts  on  12  Kay,  the  Ist  Cavalry  Division  accounted  for  172  enemy  killed 
emd  6  prisoners  with  19  US  killed  and  I30  wounded.  Cbi  2  June  at  I655  hours

(XT3377I6),  a  2-5th  Cavalry  contact  resulted  in  90  enevy  killed  and  5 
prisoners,  I6  crew  served  weapons,  33  small  eims,  69  Rj-;  rounds,  2,150  roun:'.-) 
of  small  arms  ammunition,  400  grenades,  and  6  mires  captwed.  Friendly 
losses  were  7  66  killed  and  19  wounded.  The  month  of  July  was  characterlred 
by  light  contacts. 

(0)  23th  Infantry  Division.  During  this  quarter  the  25tb  Infantry 
Divielon  had  three  prlnaxy  ohjeotivee.  First,  to  preempt  eneay  malr.  force 
and  local  force  ef forte.  Second,  to  place  emphaaie  on  the  isiprovemei  t  of 
the  Bepublie  of  Vietnam  armed  foroee  through  combined  operations,  knd 
third,  to  oontinue  the  paolfication  ptrogran.  During  the  period  greater 
emphasis  was  placed  on  Hi^t  Hawk  nlssions  (operations  employir.g  armed 
helicopters  with  night  observation  devlcea).  The  effeetivenees  of  the 
Combined  Reconnaissance  and  Intelligence  Platoon  (GRIP)  improved  consider¬ 
ably.  ilao,  the  Long  Range  Reconnaissance  Patrol  (lARP)  began  operations 
with  Vietnamese  LRRP  counterparts.  Tank-infantry  training  was  conducted 
for  RF/PF  units  and  maneuver  battalions  of  the  division  constructed  rifle 
ranges  to  ampliaalze  marksmanship  for  RF/PF  units.  Thare  was  a  significant 
increase  iii  both  the  variety  and  total  nianber  of  psychological  operations 
conducted  within  the  division  in  support  of  the  1969  Pacification  irogram. 
Increased  emphasis  was  placed  on  civic  action  projects  of  construction  and 
distribution  in  support  of  unit  pacification  operations  in  targeted  areas. 

An  integration  of  intelligence  gathering  capabilities  with  the  medical  civic 
action  projects  (MEDCAP'a)  brough  renewed  emphasis  upon  this  facet  of  civil 
affaire.  As  the  quarter  began  the  division’s  deployment  remained  basically 
unchanged  from  the  preceding  quarter.  The  1st  Brij^e,  located  around  Tay 
Ninh  City,  was  responsible  for  the  area  in  the  northermost  quardrant  of  the 
division  area.  The  2d  Brigade  remained  in  the  southern  half  of  the  TACR 
with  operations  generally  reaching  as  for  north  as  the  Vam  Co  Dong  River 
and  nortnwest  to  Highway  6A.  The  3^  Brigade  continued  to  concentrate  its 
efforts  around  Dau  Tieng  with  attention  focussed  on  the  Kdchelir.  Rubber 
Plantation  and  the  Trapezoid.  These  areas  remained  in  effect  with  some 
modification  in  Jvdie,  the  moat  significant  of  which  was  a  division  boundary 
change  resulting  in  the  relocation  of  the  3d  Brigade  from  Dau  Tieng  to  a 
forward  location  at  Bao  Trai.  Initial  implementation  began  on  4  June  with 
gradual  changes  continuing  until  full  responsibility  for  Dau  Tieng,  the 
Hichelln  Robber  Plantation,  and  Trapezoid  was  asaumed  by  the  1st  Infantry 
Division  on  30  June.  The  3d  Brigade  remained  in  the  area  until  30  June 
while  concurrently  preparing  to  eomnence  operations  in  the  lower  Hau  Nghia 
Province  east  and  west  of  the  Vam  Co  Dong.  During  the  period  15  tlay  to  9 
Jwe  the  Rome  Flows  of  the  60th  Land  Clearing  Company  cleared  over  7  #000 
acres  of  possible  eneny  base  areas  in  Boi  Loi  Woods.  The  division's  first 
sizable  aqtion  occurred  on  9  May  at  IO4O  howa,  when  the  1-27th  Infantry

Cn  13  Mey  et  0933  hours  eppru^uiately  two  kllo- 
Beters  south  of  X  Lest  To  (XT36931i7>  B/D/2-l2th  Infentry  eni;afed  an  enesgr 
force  of  unknown  size  with  snail  eras,  sutosiatic  weapons,  artillery,  light 
fire  tessis,  and  tactical  air,  resulting  in  30  ene^y  killed  and  18  snail 
arms  and  6  crew  served  weapons  captured.  Friendly  casualties  were  two  US 
killed  and  one  wounded.

9  June  at  I6O5  hours  approximately  six  kilometers  northeast  of  Cau  Kho 
(XT3e7504),  a  contact  by  the  4-23d  Infantry  (M)  resulted  in  51  enemy  killed 
and  2  small  arms,  3  crew  served  weapons,  22  HE  rounds,  200  rounds  of  snail 
arms  anmunition,  end  10  grenades  captured.  Friendly  leases  were  3  killed 
and  7  wounded.  Cta  11  June  at  O91O  hours  approximately  three  kilometers 
northwest  of  Ben  Cui  (XT425405),  a  contact  by  the  1-27th  Infantry  reeultod 
in  62  enemy  killed  and  3  prisoners,  3  crew  served  weapons,  6  small  ansa,

On  12  July  at  I305  hours 
ap  roximately  nine  kilometers  northeast  of  Tey  Kinh  ( XT273604 ) ,  elements 
of  the  2-2d  Infantry  Made  contact  with  an  eneqy  force  which  resulted  in 
51  eneny  killed  with  7  US  killed  and  16  wounded.  On  28  July  at  0958  hours 
approximately  two  kilometers  northwest  of  Fire  oupport  Base  Button  (XT 
578235),  a  contact  by  the  2-14th  Infantry  resulted  in  55  eneny  killed  and 
6  prisoners,  with  26  small  arms,  5  crew  sei-ved  weapons,  and  30  rockets 
captured,  friendly  losses  were  5  8^  killed,  I4  wouitded,  and  1  hellcojte' 
destroyed,  (ki  29  July  at  O9OO  hours  approximate!'  two  kllometeis  west  of 
dai^n  (XS276569O) ,  a  contact  by  the  2-27th  Infax.try  resulted  in  67  eneny 
killed  with  7  8S  killed  and  8  wounded. 

(d)  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division.  The  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry 
Division  continued  air  mobile  assault,  eagle  flight,  checkerboard,  bush- 
master,  cordon  and  search,  reconnaissance,  and  special  night  operations  as 
its  priomry  combat  operational  techniques.  Operations  were  designed  to 
de'^trey  the  eneny,  to  deny  him  the  opportunity  to  reorganize  and  reoistribute 
his  forces  and  resources,  and  to  impede  hie  efforts  to  lauiich  offensive 
operations  against  GVH  forces  and  populated  areas.  The  enemy's  offensive 
activity  was  characterized  by  harassment  of  outposts,  attacks  by  fire,  and 
extensive  use  of  mines  and  booby  traps.  At  the  beginning  of  the  quarter 
erety  units  tended  to  operate  in  platoon  and  company  size  elements.  This 
continued  until  approximately  mid-June  when  the  enety  began  to  move  and 
operate  in  snail  groups.  The  3d  Brigade  continued  operations  in  Toan  Thong 
II! .  The  brigade  operated  with  three  maneuver  battalions  (2 -60th,  5-60th, 
and  ?-47th  Mechanized)  in  Long  .-in  irovinoe  until  2  June  when  a  fourth  bat¬ 
talion,  the  3-7th  Infantry,  booame  OPCON  to  the  brigade.  The  5d  Brigade 
continued  to  support  the  1969  I'acification  Frogran  during  the  reporting 
period.  On  12  I'.ay  at  O5OO  h'urs  an  artillery  aerial  observer  was  dispatched 
to  an  area  southv;est  of  Thu  Thua  to  assist  a  rp  outpost  which  was  under 
attack.  During  the  initial  reconnaissance  .utomatic  '..'earons  fire  was 
received  from  an  unknowi  size  enemy  force.  B/5-17th  Cavalry  wa.s  sent  to 
the  area  and  also  received  heavy  fiie.  tn  request  of  the  prcvince  chief, 
reconnaissance  elements  of  the  2-47'th  Infantry  (m)  were  sent  to  reinforce 
and  iirmed lately  came  in  contact  with  the  enemy.  A  "pile-on"  operation 
began  utilizing  B,  C,  and  D  Companies  of  2-60th  Infantry;  B  and  D  Comjanies 
of  5-60th  Infantry;  one  company  each  from  the  2d  and  5d  Battalions,  50th 
ahVM  hegiment;  2  PF  Platoons;  4  KF  oompaniea;  and  one  PRD  platoon.  Assault 
helicopters,  air  cavalry,  tactical  air,  euid  artillery  supported  the  opera¬ 
tion.  Sporadic  contact  continued  throughout  the  night.  At  first  light, 

DS,  ARVN,  and  territorial  forces  conducted  a  sweep  of  the  battlefield,  while 
B  and  D  Companiee  of  the  5~60th  Infantry  conducted  airmobile  assaults  to 
the  northwest  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  By  2000  hours  13  the  combined 
sweep  and  pursuit  terminated.  Final  results  of  the  combined  operation 
were  91  enemy  killed,  six  prisoners,  and  16  crew  served  weapons,  end  15 
individual  weapons  captured.  Combined  friendly  losses  were  4  killed  and 
37  wounded.  Three  armored  personnel  carriers  and  seven  aircraft  were  dsunaged. 
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On  14  liuy  1969i  Cotipany  B,  'l’-60th  Infantry  made  an  Uiimobile  .mauult  joutti-

an.!  captuied  2  crew  served  and  17  individual  weaions.  On  26  liay  it-con- 
m.issance  elements  of  the  "i-hOth  Infantry  were  inserted  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Cagle's  Beak  (XS‘)977)*  At  1235  hours,  they  made  contact  with  an 
unJnoun  -size  VC  force.  B  and  1)  Companies,  5-60th  Infantry  were  inserted 
to  reinforce,  while  B/3-17th  Cavalry,  the  240th  AHC,  artillery,  tactical 
air  and  Navy  IBh's  supported.  Results  of  the  operation  were  21  VC  killed 
and  5  Us  killed  and  5  wounded.  Cn  26  July  at  0001  hours,  due  to  the  rota¬ 
tion  of  the  division  headquarters  and  the  Ist  and  2d  Brigades,  the  3d 
Brigade  was  placed  OICCH  to  the  25th  Infantry  Division.  Contact  during 
June  and  July  was  light. 

(e)  Carital  Military  Assistance  Connand  (CMAC).  The  Capital  Military 
Assistance  Comnand  (OMAC)  conducted  offensive  operations  in  the  Gia  Dinh 
Province  and  ad^ir.oant  areas  during  the  reporting  period  to  destroy  the 
enemy  and  preempt  his  ground  and  rocket  attack  capability  ae:inst  Saigon. 
Opierations  wore  characterized  by  reconnaissance  and  detailed  searches 
utilizing  riverine  and  airmobile  assets  in  areas  lnacc--ssible  to  foot 
moveuent.  extensive  night  ambushes  in  conjunction  with  planned  artillery 
fire  highlighted  the  effort  of  a  vigorous  counter  rocket  program.  A 
surveillance  plan,  utilizing  aerial  observers  and  ground  mounted  surveil¬ 
lance  radar,  was  also  employed  in  conjunction  with  the  coianter-rocket 
program,  extensive  use  was  aado  of  area  of  operations  (AO)  extensions 

and  combined  operations  with  adjacent  units  to  thwart  the  enemy's  use  of 
operational  boundaries  as  a  means  to  elude  allied  forces.  Fnemy  contact 
remained  at  a  low  level  during  the  reporting  period.  Cl.'iC  forces  effectively 
prevented  an  enomy  buildup  of  forces  and  supplies  with  which  a  significant 
ground  attack  could  be  launched  against  Saigon.  During  the  period  CMf.C 
continued  to  intensify  operations  in  support  of  the  pacification  effort 
and  the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  offensive  capability.  Ui  16  June  the 
1'"9'th  Infantry  Brigade  became  OPCOR  to  II  PFoRCiJV  effective  14OO  hours. 

(f)  Bien  Hoa  Tactical  Area  Command  (Provisional) (BOTAC).  Ground 
activity  in  the  BHTAC  TAOR  throt.ghout  the  reporting  period  was  light. 

The  move  of  the  joint  BHTPiC/LBSZ  Tactical  Operations  Center  to  the  III 
Corps  Compound  resulted  in  improved  working  conditions  and  increased  the 
capabilities  for  communications.  During  the  period  BPfPAC  exercised  OICOK 
over  two  infantry  battalions,  two  armored  cavalry  squadrons,  three  cavalry 
troops,  one  tank  troop,  and  two  infantry  comptnies  for  various  periods  of 
time.  Arny  aviation  utilized  by  BHTAC  throughout  the  period  consisted  of 
two  himter  killer  teams  from  the  3d  Squadron,  17th  Cavalry.  Although  not 
OPCOII  to  BHTAC,  the  5th  RAR,  1st  Australian  Task  Force  was  given  the  mission 
of  conducting  operations  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  BHTAC  TAOR  north  of 
Highway  1  on  13  May.  It  was  relaased  from  this  mission  on  22  May.  During 
the  period  12  May  through  23  May  the  3d  Battalion,  7th  Infantry  (-)  con¬ 
ducted  search  and  clear  operations  in  AO  Green  and  in  the  AO  Green  extension 
with  limited  results.  During  the  daily  operations  conducted  they  destroyed 
20  bunkers,  found  2  VC  killed,  and  destroyed  39  rolls  of  demolition  wire. 

The  4th  Battalion,  12th  Infantry  conducted  search  and  clear  operations  in 

AO  Green  and  in  the  AO  Green  extension  from  14  to  21  Juno  with  very  limited 
resulta.  The  Duffle  Bag  program  within  the  BHTAC  AO  was  aimed  at  monitoring 
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and  denying;  the  enemy  force  uoe  of  acoeee  routae  Into  the  rocket  b*ilt  around 
the  Blen  Iba  -  Lon«  Binh  area.  There  were  Jl  Beneora  in  6  etrin^e  deployed 
around  the  north  and  northwest  approaoheo  into  the  area.  Aii'bome  leraonnel 
Detector  (aFD)  support  was  provided  BmAC  by  the  29th  Chemical  Detachment, 
OrcON  to  II  PFoRCLV.  A  high  percentage  of  readout*  was  engaged  by  artil¬ 
lery.  Continuous  iniprovesient  in  the  development  of  the  defenee  against 
ground/rocket  attacks  on  the  Bien  Hoa  -  Long  Binh  complex  was  accomplished 
tliroughout  the  reporting  period.  A  major  factor  is  this  improvement  was 
the  coordinated  utilization  of  ground  surveillaioe  radar.  Duffle  Bag  Program, 
APD  reports,  hunter  killer  teams,  and  the  Firefly  missions.  Tie  inprovad 
coordination  of  all  the  intelligence  and  information  collection  assets 
enabled  more  effective  planning  for  ground  operations. 

(g)  Ist  Australian  Task  Force.  The  let  Australian  Task  Force  oontinuad 
participation  in  Campaign  Toan  Thang  III  throughout  the  reporting  period, 
oonduoting  operations  to  destroy  the  enemy  and  assisting  in  paolfloatlon 
and  flivll  affairs.  The  6th  RAH  arrived  in  Vietnam  on  19  Iby,  replacing  the 
4th  RAR,  tfhioh  returned  to  Australia  the  same  date.  Cm  29  MiV*  during 
Operation  Oorryoven,  a  troop  of  B  Squadron,  5d  Cavalry  Regiment  a^ushed 
approximately  3(1  Viet  Cong  resulting  In  11  anea^y  killed  and  6  email  arms, 

1  aaohinegun,  1  rocket  launoher,  1,200  romdn  of  small  arms  ammunition, 

3  rookete,  and  22  grenades  oapttired,  Cki  'iO  Kay  an  ambush  rasultsd  in  tsn 
enaiv  killed.  Ob  6  June  at  Binh  Ba  village,  the  3tb  RAR  reacted  as  a  result 
of  an  ambush  on  a  small  tank  convoy.  Ctas  company  of  tha  3th  BAB  plus 
Begional  Foroes  and  Popular  Forces  cordoned  the  village  while  another 
company,  supported  by  tanks  and  antiorod  personnel  oarrlere,  assaulted  the 
eneiny  in  the  village.  Results  of  the  operation  were  43  enemy  killed,  8 
prisoners  and  8  small  arms,  3  rocket  launchers,  and  1  mortar  captured. 

(ki  11  June  a  company  of  the  6th  RAR  contacted  an  estimated  VC  company 
resulting  in  9  VC  killed.  On  20  June  a  company  of  the  6th  RaH  contacted 
an  estimated  50  VC  resulting  in  ?2  VC  killed  and  1  prisoner. 

(h)  Company  D  (Ranger),  15l3t  Infantry.  Company  D  continued  opera¬ 
tions  in  Toan  Thang  III.  Teams  deployed  by  the  company  oontinuad  to  supply 
information  on  ei\0my  locations  and  activities.  During  the  reporting  period 
the  company  inserted  31^  teams,  reeiJting  in  69  sightings  and  50  contacts, 
with  50  enemy  killed,  2  DS  killed,  and  50  OS  wounded. 

(i)  Royal  Thai  Army  Volimteer  Force  (HTAVP).  Missions  for  the  Royal 
Thai  lavy  Volunteer  Force  (RTAVP)  during  the  quarter  consisted  of  secui-ity 
operations  near  Bearoat,  Long  Thanh,  Binh  Son,  and  along  Highway  15.  The 
RTAVF  also  conducted  reconnaissance  operations  throughout  its  area.  Cb 

12  May  at  OO43  hours  approximately  ten  kilometers  southeast  of  Bearoat 
(Y3239919),  ibo  3-31 st  Infantry  received  mortar,  rocket,  and  small  arms 
fire.  Return  fire  with  organic  weapons,  supported  by  artillery  and  Spooky, 
resulted  in  41  enemy  killed  and  17  small  arms,  15  crew  served  weapons,  and 
452  rounds  of  small  arms  ammunition  captured.  Friendly  oasualtles  were  1 
Thai  killed  and  11  wounded.  On  13  May  at  0020  houra  aoutheast  of  Bearcat 
(Y3239918)  the  3-31st  Infantry  received  an  attack  by  an  estimated  enemy 
tottalion,  consisting  of  mortar  and  rocket  fire.  Return  fire  with  organic 
weapons,  supported  by  artillery,  light  fire  teama,  and  Spooky  resulted  in 
67  enemy  killed  and  3  small  arms,  2  grenades,  1  mine,  24  HE  rounds,  and 
540  rounds  of  small  arms  ammunition  captured.  There  were  no  friendly  cmu- 
altles.  On  I6  June  at  0045  hour's,  an  enemy  attack  against  the  2-1at  Infantry 
resulted  in  212  eneiy  killed  and  1  prisoner,  I6  small  ana,  2$  orew  served 
weapons,  623  grenades,  and  6  mines  oaptured.  Friendly  loeaee  were  6  Thais 
killed  and  34  wounded. 
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(j)  199th  Infantry  Brigade  (Separate) (Light).  Effeotire  IB  Jwie  at 

1400  houre  the  199th  Infantry  Brigade  becaae  OFCOM  to  n  FfORCBT.  The 
brigade  noved  to  Long  Xhanh  Frovinoe  and  began  operations  vith  the  IBth 
ARTN  Hvision  in  the  joint  Dong  Tien  (Progrees  Together)  porograa.  The 
brigades  operations  were  targeted  against  tbs  -^th  TC  DItIsIob  and  long 
Khanh  Province  loool  forces.  Contact  during  tlie  oontbs  of  Jtme  and  July 
was  light. 

(5)  Air  Operations. 

(a)  B-32  onerations.  B-32  operations  are  discussed  in  paragraph 
1o(6)(a)  and  (b).  Inoloaure  6  indicates  the  nuiAer  and  distribution  of 
B-52  strikes  in  III  CTZ.

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^  During  the  period  "Jungle  buating"  operstlona  uid  Increased  battle 
daaage  ooupled  with  the  oud  of  the  rain/  season  atrained  the  equlpoent  of 
the  11th  Araored  Cavalry  Raglaent,  reeultlng  in  Increased  deadline  rates 
of  M48A}  tanks,  11551  Sheridans,  and  M11J  Araored  rersonnel  Carriers.  The 
problen  was  coaplicated  by  extended  LOC'a  and  lack  of  adequate  maintenance 
areas.  Close  coordination  with  the  29th  General  Support  Group  resultea  In 
the  propositioning  of  repair  parts,  the  enplo7*snt  of  direct  support  contact 
teans  with  each  squadron,  and  intensive  efforts  to  move  repair  parte  for¬ 
ward.

These  unexpected  requirements  resulted 
from  the  St/Vf  expansion  throughout  the  III  CTZ.  Senior  Advisor,  111  Corps 
Taetiqal  Zone  recommended  a  complete  study  of  barrier  material  requirements 
and  assets  within  all  provinces,  divisions,  and  the  Capital  Hilitary  District. 
This  study  which  was  closely  monitored  by  Senior  Advisor,  III  Corps  Tactical 
Zone  resulted  in  the  reallooation  of  III  CTZ  assets  to  satisfy  imomdiate 
requirements  within  Long  An  Province  and  II  PfORCZT  action  to  assist  in  Hau 
Nghia  Rrovlnoe.  Barrier  material  requirements  for  the  remainder  of  III  CTZ 
were  forwarded  through  ARTS  channels  to  JGS. 

(b)  A  II  FFORCBV  study  established  the  feasibility  .pf  relocating  rear 
elements  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  and  199th  Light  Infantry 
Brigade.  As  a  result  Blaokborse  base  camp  will  no  longer  be  required  for 
II  Field  Force  Vietnam  troop  units  and  can  be  turned  over  to  RVNAF.

Attendee.s,  consisting  of  II  Field  Force  Vietnam 
unit  users,  transportation  managers  and  airlift  operators,  were  briefed 
on  airlift  procedures.  Special  emphanis  was  pieced  on  the  Judicious  use 
of  emergency  airlift  priorities  and  the  importance  of  advance  planning  to 
preclude  disruption  of  previously  schedulsd  resupply  missions.  The  re¬ 
covery  program  for  4631-  aluminum  pallets  was  discussed,  lack  of  material 
handling  equipment  at  forward  airfierds  has  compounded  a  prompt  and  respon¬ 
sive  recovery  program.  Contirued  close  coordination  betveen  army  elements 
and  the  Air  Force  recovery  teams  effort  will  be  necessary  to  return  pallets 
before  they  are  damaged  or  misappropriated  to  other  use.

(a)  General,  iiagineer  support  during  the  reporting  period  was  provided 
throughout  the  III  CT2  in  the  form  of  airfield  maintenance  and  rehabilitation, 
upgrading  and  conatructicn  of  artillery  fire  support  bases,  improving  land 
lines  of  communication,  and  support  of  tactical  operations. 

Combat  support.  Engineer  activities  were  characterized  by  a  wide 
variety  of  combat  support  during  the  reporting  period.

f.  BByohologlcal  Operationa  and  Civil  Affaire. 

(1)  Peychological  Operatione.  The  II  PPORCEV  psycholcgical  operationa 
program  directed  against  Viet  Cong  and  Horth  Vietnameae  Anny  personnel,  as 
well  as  civilians  under  the  influence  of  the  Viet  Cong,  continued  during 
the  reporting  quarter.  Over  60  million  leaflets  were  disseminated  by  Arny 
and  Air  Force  aircraft.  More  than  3,600  psychological  warfare  sorties  were 
flown  and  8,500  aerial  loudspeaker  hours  were  broadcast  in  support  of  tactical 
operations.  The  period  was  highlighted  by  two  new  psychological  camialgns. 
Operation  Exploiter  directed  at  the  internal  weaknesses  of  specific  enemy 
units,  and  Operation  Family  Tree  which  was  directed  at  the  headquarters  of 
enemy  units  at  all  levels  to  exploit  inconsistencies  in  enemy  subordinate 
unit  reporting.

(2)  CItII  Affaire  and  Military  Clvlo  Action. 

(a)  Ourine  thia  quarter  continuing  enphasia  waa  placed  on  a  closer 
working  relationship  with  CORDS  representatives  at  all  echelons,  local 
GVR  officials,  and  HVNAF  personnel.  The  effectiveness  of  the  pa'ovince- 
oriented  civil  affairs  platoons  as  a  coordination  link  between  US/P..'KAF 
units  and  the  advisory  staff  continued  to  Inprove  during  the  quarter. 

(b)  Additional  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  effective  monitoring  of 
civic  action  support  within  III  CTZ.  Monthly  reports  were  received  from 
all  OFCON  units  of  II  FPORCilT  of  their  civic  action  support  during  tiie 
month.  These  reports  enable  thia  headquarters  to  get  an  overall  picture 
of  civic  action  support  in  III  CTZ  and  thus  improve  planning  and  coordina¬ 
tion. 


(c)  As  an  adjunct  to  the  existing  Community  R  ''ations  Program,  II 
FFORC&V  and  III  CTZ  conducted  the  Third  Quarterly  Combined  Civilian 
Orientation  Conference  (CCOC)  aisied  at  middle  echelon  government  officials, 
religious  and  educational  leaders,  and  other  opinion  makers  within  HI 
CTZ.  The  objective  of  this  conference  was  to  increase  the  degree  of  civ¬ 
ilian  support  for  GVR  in  achieving  security  and  pacification  within  the  RVR. 
The  conference  included  a  visit  to  the  Command  and  Staff  College,  Military 
Acadenor,  and  FOLWAR  College  in  Da  Lat  and  was  well  received  by  attendees. 

g.  Civil  Operations  and  Revolutionary  Development  Support. 

(1)  Revolutionary  Development.  The  first  phase  of  the  1969  Pacifica¬ 
tion  Campaign  which  ended  on  30  June  1969  was  marked  by  significant  progress 
in  all  areas,  with  a  record  ertenslon  of  government  control.  Progress 
during  the  period  May  through  July  indicates  that  sustained  efforts  have 
finally  brough  forth  meaningful,  identifiable  results,  with  little  inter¬ 
ference  from  the  enemy.  Hamlet  security  status  was  greatly  improved  with 

82  percent  of  the  Central  Pacification  Development  Coiaicll  (CPDC)  goal  of 
286  hamlets  being  met  for  the  first  semester.  The  unofficial  figures  for 
July  show  a  continuing  upward  turn  in  secure  population,  with  an  estimated 
3,061,000  people  now  living  within  CVS  security.  The  Village  Self  Develop¬ 
ment  (VSD)  Program  has  continued  to  show  progress  with  VSD  projects  in  118 
of  the  402  villages  in  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone  (CTZ)  in  the  fifth  phase  of 
the  six  implementation  phases,  bocal  government  has  shown  improvement  with 
mors  than  36O  vlllage/hwlet  chiefs  graduating  from  the  second  training 
course  conducted  at  the  National  Training  Center  in  Vung  Tau.  Over  90 
percent  of  the  villages,  and  in  excess  of  84  percent  of  the  hamlets  in  III 
CTZ  have  elected  officials. 

(2)  Territorial  Security.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  Regional/ 
Popular  Force  (RF/PF)  showed  an  increased  ability  to  provide  territorial 
security  in  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  Ji!xcept  for  the  attacks  during  the 
Summer  Offensive  in  May  and  June,  the  level  of  enemy  activity  decreased 
considerably.  Despite  the  relative  lull  in  enemy  activity,  the  RP/PF  in¬ 
flicted  heavier  personnel  and  equipment  losses  on  the  enemy  than  during 
the  previous  period,  RF/pF  improvement  can  be  attributed  to  the  increased 
awareness  by  Vietnamese  leaders  of  the  importance  of  RF/if,  and  to  the  in¬ 
crease  in  fire  power,  numbers,  training,  and  improved  communications.  Fire 
power  and.  communications  Improvements  have  been  achieved  through  the  iiiqulp- 
ment  Modernization  Program,  which  has  enhanced  RF/PF  morale  and  operational 
effectiveness. 
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(5)  Refugee  Program. 

(a)  During  the  reporting  period  excellent  iirogresa  waa  achieved  to- 
veurd  reaettlament  goala.  The  number  resettled  during  the  period  was  55, 

600.  The  first  semester  (February  -  Jme  1969)  goal  for  resettlement  was 
surpassed  by  some  5,000.  With  better  performance  being  achieved  by  Social 
Welfare  and  Relief  Services  (SWR)  and  funda  being  made  available,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  year-end  goal  will  be  reached  early. 

(b)  Emergency  relief  to  war  victims  was  prompt  and  effective  during 
the  period.  Presently,  all  benefits  have  been  paid  to  the  2,260  war  victims 
in  Long  An,  and  reconstruction  is  complete.  In  Tay  Ninh,  90  percent  of  all 
benefits  have  been  paid,  with  reconstruction  73  percent  complete.  The  GVN 
is  showing  an  increased  ability  to  provide  prompt  assistance  to  war  victims, 
and  in  so  doing,  creating  a  more  favorable  image. 

(4)  Chieu  Hoi. 

(a)  During  the  reporting  period  the  Chieu  Hoi  program  waa  credited  with 
1,621  ralliers.  This  is  a  28  percent  Increase  from  the  previous  quarter 
(1,424).  In  May  there  were  607  ralliers,  in  June  470,  and  in  July  there 
were  744.  July's  total  is  the  highest  number  of  Hoi  Chanh  since  March 

1967  (912).  In  February,  March,  and  April,  995  (70  percent)  of  the  total 
ralliers  (1,424)  were  credited  to  the  Third  Ihrty  Inducement  Program.  Of 
the  number  who  rallied  in  the  past  quarter  (May  -  July),  1,254  (70  percent) 
of  the  total  of  1,821  were  once  again  attributed  to  the  cash  awards  program. 

(b)  The  lull  in  eneiqy  activity  and  his  inability  to  date  to  achieve 
a  decisive  victory  has  created  a  psychological  climate  which  prompted 
defections.  Other  factors  which  have  Irfluenced  the  upward  trend  in  Hoi 
Chanh  during  the  quarter  were  the  military  pressures  brought  to  bear  by 
PVMAF  and  the  Vietnamese  military  and  para-military  forces,  the  Impact  of 
the  intensified  peyops  effort,  and  the  declining  infliienoe  of  Viet  Cong 
propaganda.  Many  of  the  Hbi  Chanh  have  reported  fear  and  hardship  as  the 
major  reason  for  their  defection.  Others  say  that  they  have  become  dis¬ 
enchanted  with  the  Viet  Cong's  promise  of  victory  and  a  better  way  of  life. 

(5)  New  Life  Development. 

(a)  During  the  reporting  period  activities  have  centered  on  the  pre¬ 
paration  and  submission  of  l^ogram  Support  Requirements  for  the  1970/71 
time  frame.  Other  significant  items  arei 

1.  The  1969  Village  Self  Development  Program  continues  to  show  progress. 
Results  to  date  from  this  program,  which  is  being  used  as  a  tool  to  teach 
people  to  participate  in  their  government,  suggest  that  one  of  the  prime 
objectives  of  building  a  link  between  the  people  and  their  government  is 
moving  forward. 

2  The  GVR  has  placed  increased  emphasis  on  land  reform  and  has  deter¬ 
mined  that  all  expropriated  and  former  French  lands  will  be  distributed  by 
51  October  1969.  In  the  Interim,  a  "Land  to  the  Tiller"  program  is  being 
developed  which  envisages  the  distribution  of  one  million  hectares  through¬ 
out  Vietnam.  A  third  program  being  studied  deals  with  the  issuance  of  land 
titles  to  Hontagnards. 
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i  On  28  May  1969.  staff  responsibility  for  "Provincial  and  Lesser 
Roads  and  Bridges  Program"  was  transferred  from  MACCORDS  to  Military 
Assistance  Command,  Director  of  Conatruotion  (MACDC).  MACDC  has  previously 
had  only  the  advisory  effort  on  the  National  and  Inter-provinoial  Highway 
Network. 

^  The  Agricultural  Developaent  Bank  has  made  it  possible  for  farmers 
having  one  hectare  or  less  to  receive  loans  merely  by  securing  the  certif¬ 
ication  of  the  Ibrovincial  Agricultural  liervice  Chief  that  they  are  growing 
IH-8/5  rice. 

h*  Communioations.  Significant  changes  in  communications  in  support 
of  II  Field  Foroe  Vietnam  operations  during  the  reporting  period  are  out¬ 
lined  belowi 

(1)  During  the  early  part  of  May  1969.  a  team  of  pole  linemen  from 
the  33^  Signal  Battalion  (Corps),  under  the  supervision  of  the  Signal 
Office,  identified  and  recorded  the  WD-1  wire  line,  spiral -4  cable,  and 
26  pair  cable  in  the  command  area.  More  than  two  miles  of  unused  WD-1 
wire  and  several  hundred  feet  of  spiral-4  and  26  pair  cable  were  removed 
from  the  surrounding  telephone  poles  and  buildings.  As  a  result  of  this 
project,  the  appearance  of  the  command  area  vas  improved,  existing  wiring 
was  simplified,  and  an  accurate  diagram  of  the  command  area  wiring  was  re¬ 
corded  for  use  in  future  planning. 

(2)  On  17  May,  the  new  1000  line  dial  telephone  exchange  at  Plantation 
became-  operational.  The  new  exchange  replaced  the  tactical  600  line  dial 
exchange.  With  the  additional  capacity,  all  subscribers  on  the  manual 
switchboard  (Redcatcher),  serving  the  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  (Rear) 
base  camp,  were  placed  on  the  new  dial  exchange.  The  Redcatcher  switch¬ 
board  was  released  in  mid-July  for  use  elsewhere. 

(3)  During  mid-May,  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  moved  to  Long 
Giao  and  reverted  to  the  operational  control  (OPCON)  of  Headquartere ,  II 
FFORCBV,  The  53^  Signal  Battalion  (Corpe)  provided  a  12-channel  VHF  radio- 
carrier  system  for  tactical  telephone  and  teletype  communications  from 
iteadquarters •  n  FFORCSV  to  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  A  tactical 
message  center  facility  and  a  high  frequency  radio  teletype  etation  were 
also  provided  as  supplemental  oonmiunioations  means. 

(a)  The  3^  Brigade,  Ist  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  moved  its  forward  element 
to  Blen  Hoa  Army  Base  in  late  May*  The  move  neoessitated  the  installation 
of  a  multixpalr  communications  cable  from  the  Blen  Boa  Army  area  firame  to 
the  3d  Brigade  forward  area.  Subsequently,  the  forward  element  relocated 
to  Long  Oiao  and  existing  circuits  were  extended  to  that  location  through 
the  Corps  Area  Communications  ^stsa  (CACS).  The  33<I  Signal  Battalion 
(Corpe)  temporarily  pevided  three  circuits  between  the  Headquarters,  1st 
Cavalry  Division  (AM),  Fhuoo  Vinh  and  the  3<1  Brigade  at  Long  Giao  over 
existing  tactical  systems,  for  additional  communications  during  the  re¬ 
location. 

(3)  In  mid-June,  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  moved  from  Long  Oiao 
to  Quan  Lol  and  the  199th  Ll«^t  Infantry  Brlgtuie  moved  its  forward  element 
into  Long  Giao.  The  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  utilised  the  aame  12- 
ohannel  VHF  radio-carrier  ayatern  which  had  been  provided  to  that  location 
for  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  A  high  frequency  radio  teletype 
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communloetlona  atatlon  waa  alao  provided  for  suppleim. ntul  coauDunlcationa. 

The  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  (FWU)  alao  moved  ita  narrowband  AUTO- 
SiJVOCOM  terminal  I  AOTOSEVOCOM  circuit  requirementa  wore  handled  by  the 
lat  Signal  Brigade,  after  coordination  with  the  Signal  Section,  II  FFORCKV. 

(6)  IXiring  June  all  II  PFORCLIT  Temparary  Address  Indicating  Groupe 
(AIG)  were  converted  to  permanent  designations  and  have  been  included  in 
changes  made  to  Allied  Communications  Publication  100  US  SUPP-2  (  ).  The 
new  designations  permit  inclrelon  of  out -of -country  addressees  and  will 
not  require  reaubmlttal  each  six  months  for  renewal  as  is  necessary  for 
temporary  AIG' a.  II  PFORCEV  is  currently  using  only  one  Temparary  AIG. 

(7)  MACT  determined  that  its  high  frequency  radio  teletype  net  was 
no  longer  necessary  as  a  back  up  for  the  KACV  Command  Center's  primai-y 
teletype  net.  The  II  FPORCEV  station  was  deactivated  on  2?  June. 

(0)  A  reevaluation  of  Corps  Area  Comnunication  System  (CACS)  circuits 
was  conducted  during  the  month  of  June  and  submitted  to  USARV  C-E.  Units 
were  required  to  justify  all  of  their  CACS  circuits.  As  a  result  of  the 
reevaluation,  many  redundant  and  inactive  circuits  were  deactivated. 

(9)  New  Joint  Southeast  Asia  Ground  Tactical  Nestor  Keylists  were 
issued  to  units  in  each  of  the  four  Corps  Tactical  ^ones  (CTZ)  in  RVN  during 
June  and  became  effective  on  1  July.  The  keylist  for  III  CTZ,  AKAK-8I61, 
replaced  all  existing  keylists  within  this  zone  except  the  one  utilized 

for  the  II  FFORCKV  FM  Command  Nat  (Secure).  Initially,  it  waa  not  intended 
that  I4ACV  advisors  or  special  forces  be  integrated  on  implementation  date; 
however,  exception  was  requested  from  and  granted  by  MACV,  allowing  the 
III  CTZ  advisors  to  be  included  during  the  initial  phase  in.  Special  Forces 
elements  ware  granted  approval  for  integration  on  }1  July  by  Headquarters, 

II  Field  Force  Vietnam.  Usage  of  this  Joint  Southeast  Asia  keylist  provides 
significant  improvement  in  the  compatability  of  secure  voice  commxaiications 
between  adjacent  units  and  simplifies  command  and  control  when  elements  of 
one  unit  are  placed  under  operational  control  of  another. 

(10)  The  revised  AR  105-31.  Message  Preparation  and  Processing,  dated 
February  1969  became  effective  on  1  July.  The  revised  message  form,  UD 
Porn  173  dated  1  July  1968  which  is  utilized  in  conjunction  with  «R  105-31. 
Was  distributed  to  all  users  in  June.  A  message  Format  Guide,  which  con¬ 
densed  pertinent  instructions  in  the  revised  regulation  to  er.able  releasers, 
drafter,  and  clerical  personnel  to  adopt  the  revised  procedures  with  a 
smooth  transition,  was  prepared  by  the  II  PFORCEV  Signal  Office  and  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  staff  sections  in  June.  Transition  to  the  new  procedures 
was  accomplished  with  minimal  confusion  and  degradation  in  quality  of 
message  preparation. 

(11)  The  Tan  Son  Nhut  Tandem  Switch  was  activated  in  early  July,  giving 
Plantation  class  A  subscribers  direct  long  distance  dial  capability  through¬ 
out  Vietnam  and  Thailand.  Plantation  class  C  subscribers  '/^re  also  afforded 
a  direct  dial  capability  to  Long  Binh,  Blen  Hoa,  and  MACV.  As  a  result, 

the  capabilities  of  the  Plantation  network  have  been  greatly  enhanced. 

(12)  During  July,  a  review  was  conducted  of  restoration  priorities  for 
Defense  Communications  System  (DCS)  circuits  in  support  of  II  PFORCEV  and 

III  CTZ.  DCS  circuits  considered  in  the  review  were  assigned  restoration 
^.rioritiea  of  one  and  two.  The  review  was  conducted  to  insure  the  restora¬ 
tion  program  was  functioning  as  intended.  As  a  result  of  the  review,  several 
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restoration  prloritias  were  altered  to  reflect  present  usage  of  circuits. 

(15)  On  14  July,  a  12-channel  VHr"  radio-carrier  system  was  Installed 
to  proTida  lateral  comnunicatlona  between  Headquarter'i,  1at  Infantry  .'Jivi- 
aion,  Lai  Kha  and  Headquarters,  Ist  Cavalry  Division  (AM),  Phouc  Vlnh.  The 
comraunlcations  equlpnent  and  personnel  for  both  terminals  vere  provided 
from  Ist  Infantry  Division  assets.  The  system  contains  several  common  user 
and  dedicated  telephone  circuits. 

(14)  On  20  July,  BtfTAC  ezperianced  difficulty  conummicating  with  two 
OPCQH  units  by  FM  radio.  Through  coordination  by  the  oignal  section,  II 
FFORCnV,  the  BHFAC  Signal  officer  and  the  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade 
Signal  officer,  a  FM  retransmission  station  was  established  at  the  199th 
Light  Infantry  Brigade  (Rear)  location  and  manned  by  personnel  from  BBTAC 
and  554  Signal  Battalion  (Corps).  This  station  was  operational  for  twelve 
days  and  insured  high  quality  command  control  communications  for  BlfTAC  and 
its  OFCON  units. 

(15)  4  reevaluation  of  ADT0SE70C0M  narrowband  terminals  under  the 
control  of  CO,  II  FFORCBY/SA  III  CTZ  was  cwiducted  during  July.  The  re- 
evalc°tlon  disolosad  that  two  terminals,  one  already  installed;  were  no 
longer  required  and  could  be  raleaaed  for  reassignment. 

(16)  The  teletype  circuit  from  the  II  FFORCLV  Main  Conmunications 
Center  to  the  I99th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  (Bear)  Communications  Center 
was  deactivated  on  23  July.  The  small  amount  of  message  traffic  previously 
passed  over  this  circuit  is  now  sent  to  the  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade 
(FVD)  Communications  Center.  This  deactivation  released  terminal  equip¬ 
ment  for  use  in  fulfilling  other  requirements. 

(17)  4  review  of  II  FFORCEY  communicatione  requirements  indicated  no 
further  need  for  the  II  FFORCEV  Command  Net  AM  Single  Sideband  (Yolce). 

The  net  was  deactivated  on  51  July  and  the  radio  equipaent  released  for 
other  uses. 

(18)  The  Signal  Office,  II  FFORCBT.  coordinated  communications  matters 
concerning  the  phase-out  of  tactical  communications  in  the  9th  Infantry 
Division  and  the  augmentation  of  signal  assets  to  support  the  5d  Brigade, 
9th  Infantry  Division.  The  5<^  Brigade  is  being  organized  under  th  Light 
Infantry  Brigade  concept  and  is  under  the  operational  control  of  the  25th 
Infantry  Division.  Aa  the  9th  Dlvieion  Signal  Battalion  prepared  ite 
equipment  and  personnel  to  stand  down  for  redeployment,  the  Ist  Signal 
Brigade  assumed  reeponeibility  for  certain  communications  support  in  the 
9th  Infantry  Division  area.  Signal  personnel  and  equipment  support  for 
the  3d  Brigade  was  coordinated  with  DSASV,  25th  Infantry  Division,  9th 
Infantry  Dlvieion,  and  the  3d  Brigade.  The  following  support  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  the  3d  Brigade! 

(a)  A  new  AB-216  communicatione  tower  has  been  apptroved  and  ie  planned 
for  construction  at  Tan  An  by  the  1st  Signal  Brigade. 

(b)  Transfer  of  two  (2)  AH/MRC-69  Radio  Terminals  Sets  and  related 
equipment  to  the  25th  Infantry  Division  has  been  approved.  This  equipment 
will  be  utilized  to  establish  a  12-channel  comounioatlons  system  from  the 
25th  Infantry  Division  Headquarters  at  CuChi  to  the  3d  Brigade  at  Tan  An. 
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ic)  cAtablisteent  of  &  i;: -channel  VHF  syote^  between  the  5<1  Bn^ace 
baae  canp  and  their  eleoeii's  at  Tan  An  Alrfielc  by  tiie  let  l^ial  BrleXle. 

(d)  Four  adoitjonal  iK/HRC-69  radio  terainal  sets  ai.d  twelre  uaaxticijil 
raitc  relay  ooeratcrs  have  been  approved  for  5d  Brigade  over  ai.a  above 
those  currently  authorized.  The  equlfMert  and  ;«rsonne}  will  be  ....ocoted 
to  tl«  S5d  oi£Tial  Battalion  (11  FFtiSCbT)  and  furtbar  02151^7100  to  tie  ja 
Brigade  for  estahliaheent  of  required  ir.terr.al  coBmaiicatictie. 

i.  Infomation. 

(1)  During  the  reporting  period,  ‘‘The  M^rrlcane"  continued  to  ecphacize 
the  pacificatic-n,  cation-building,  and  ether  COFIiC  activities  of  II  Field 
Force.  The  ■agaxine  lasuea  for  Kay,  June,  end  July  contained  29  f'-2-ture 
articles;  !5  eaphaaized  the  aubjecta  concerning  COPI  .S  while  seven  stories 
spotlighted  specialized  US  Anty  units  in  the  III  CTI'.  lBprover.«r.t  ij.  the 
ARTI,  RF,  and  IF  was  covered  in  two  articles  and  unique  locations  or  subjects 
were  featured  in  two  others.  The  B-32  boafcer  prograa.  and  Kew  liealand  solc.iers 
were  also  highlighted. 

(2)  Froituctioii  in  the  Badio/TT  eectiia,  continued  to  increase  with  the 
*ttiflnr*rt  of  two  new  personnel.  AdditioiraXly,  television  production  was 
rsauoed  during  the  last  nonth  of  tbs  quarter  and  three  filaed  features  were 
produced.  Radio  feature  work  also  rose  to  a  bigb  of  25  radio  productions 
ralaased.  Tha  hOMtown  taped  interview  cutiwt  for  the  quarter  rose  tc  ‘^52. 

(3)  the  Public  Infomation  aectiem  similarly  increased  its  output  to 

a  new  high  of  133  stories  released  to  all  news  media.  Eoaetown  news  releases 
forwarded  by  the  section  totalled  I83. 

(4)  Civilian  news  media  relations  were  considerably  enhanced  duriiig 
the  reporting  period.  At  the  direction  of  the  Coaeanding  General,  the 
Infoination  office  inaugurated  a  bl-*onthly,  regularly  scheduled  press 
up-dats  briefing.  Held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondaya  of  each  month,  the 
conference  features  a  G2,  G3,  and  CORDS  up-date  briefing  on  the  III  CTZ 
situation.  The  briefings  are  conducted  by  the  regular  62,  C3,  CORDS  briefers 
and  have  been  received  extremely  well  by  the  press.  Attending  the  May*  Jwe, 
and  July  briefings  were  II7  press  repreeentatives.  Also  during  the  same 
period  I3  newsmen  interviewed  the  CoBmanding  General  on  subjects  ranging 
froB  the  current  tactical  situation  to  his  uersjnal  experiences  in  'rforld 

War  II.  Two  of  the  Interviews  were  filaed  for  television  by  CBS  and  NBC. 

J.  Inspector  Csnsral.  During  the  reporting  period  the  Inspector 
General  coopieisti  one  inspection  and  conducted  five  investigationa/inquires. 

k.  Stmff  Judge  Advocate. 

(1)  During  the  reporting  period  personnel  of  the  Staff  Juilge  Advocate's 
section  continued  to  visit  units  in  the  field  to  provide  legal  assistance 
and  guldanos  in  the  handling  of  military  justice  matters.  Although  this 
section  lost  tha  two  enlisted  lawyers  to  reassignment,  it  gained  a  JAGC 
Captain  on  4  Hay  and  a  lat  Lieutenant  non-JAGC  lawyer  on  14  July,  and  the 
quality  and  quantity  of  legal  asaistance  and  military  justice  services 
rendered  continued  to  show  substantial  improvement.  In  preparation  of 
implementation  of  the  Military  Justice  Act  of  1968,  which  becomes  effective 
on  1  August  1969»  Change  2,  H  FPORCCT  Regulation  27-2,  was  published  to 
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consolidata  apaolal  o^^urt-BnrtlMl  Juri-i liction  <tt  brlKada,  tn^up,  and 
ragiaental  laval.  Jatalled  Inatructlona  lapleaenting  the  Military  Justice 
Act  of  1968  ware  also  published  aad  distributed  to  the  field. 

(2)  The  dtaff  Jud^  Advocate  verified  the  clusjlf ication  by  the  219th 
Militaiy  Intelli^nce  Detachaent  of  a  nuaber  of  detainees  as  to  their  status 
as  civil  defendants  or  orisonara  of  uar. 

(5)  Two  general  courts-aartial  were  conducted  for  such  effenses  as 
involmtary  eanslaugfater,  causing  a  false  alarm  in  the  presence  of  the 
aneny  by  detonating  two  hand  grenades,  and  detonating  two  hand  grenades 
under  such  circuostances  as  to  endanger  hunan  life. 

(4)  The  office  of  the  Staff  Judge  Advocate  continued  to  provide  legal 
support  for  post,  caap,  and  station  functions. 

(5)  During  the  second  quarter  of  1969,  clains  processing  has  remained 
at  a  rather  high  level.  Claisa  Incident  to  service  (AK27-29)  increased 
both  in  the  nuiber  of  claims  paid  and  ths  total  amount  paid.  Claims  on 
hand  and  claims  being  forwarded  through  channels  to  this  office  show  a 
alight  decline  which  indicates  a  possible  decline  in  claims  paid  for  the 
next  quarterly  report.  Foreign  clalsui  (AB27-28)  increased  sli^tly  over 
the  preceding  quarter.  Ths  foreign  claims  are  being  investigated  by  unit 

lains  officers  andretiumed  to  this  office  well  within  the  DdART  Foreign 
dlaims  Division's  suspense  date.  This  reflects  better  organization  at  the 
unit  level  and  a  closer  liaison  between  the  units  and  the  Office  of  the 
Staff  Judge  Advocate.

a,  Personnsl. 


(1)  Bsrfomance  of  CVH  during  emergencies. 

(a)  OB3£B7ATIOit  During  the  attacks  on  Long  An  and  Tay  Ninh,  GVK 
personnel  performed  with  exceptional  comiietence  in  providing  emergency  aid 
Euid  mconatruction  assiatance. 

(b)  JTALUATIOH:  The  conpetence  displayed  here  irtds  favorably  to  the 
image  and  performance  of  the  CVN.  It  is  a  bright  spot  in  recent  pacifica¬ 
tion  efforts, 

(c)  RBCCItlENDATIOn I  That  this  be  used  as  an  example  in  showing  tlie 
GTN's  increasing  ability  to  grab  hold  of  a  situation  where  immediate  action 
is  needed  and  perform  competently  with  relatively  little  US  assistance. 

(2)  Heed  for  additional  Community  Development  Aseistants. 

(a)  OBSERVATION I  For  adequate  advisory  assistance  in  each  province 
and  to  further  Vletnamize  the  operation,  a  minimum  of  one  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Assistant  (Vietnamese)  per  district  is  required. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  With  Increased  emphasis  being  placed  at  the  village 
level,  it  is  difficult,  and  frequently  impossible,  for  present  staffing 
to  adequately  advise  and  monitor  the  Village  :ielf  Development  irogram. 
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(c)  RECOMMiyiVATIl'Mt  Increaa*  ihe  Coanunity  UBveloiaieMt  Assietant 
autborlzad  strength  to  allow  the  eaployaent  of  one  per  district. 

OporALions. 

(1)  Ai[ft)ush  I^trol  Aabushed. 

(a)  OBSERVATlCNi  Security  aul  cOBuunications  are  ritally  neceasary 
in  moving  troope  at  night. 

(b)  fiVALViATIOSi  The  leader  of  a  Mobile  Advisory  Team  along  with  the 
team  medic  departed  an  RF  company  outpost  to  set  up  a  night  ambush  some 
2|000  meters  from  the  outpost.  After  the  potrol  had  occupied  its  intended 
positionf  lights  were  observed  in  the  vicinity  of  a  newly  constructed  but 
unoccupied  outpost.  The  MAT  leader  decided  to  move  the  ambiieh  position 

to  better  observe  the  lights.  He  persuaded  the  Vietnamese  to  move  the 
patrol  onto  the  road  which  is  the  main  tfaroughfare  in  the  area.  The 
patrol  did  not  notify  the  company  outpost  of  its  decision  to  move  nor  did 
it  notify  another  friendly  ail)U8h  patrol  in  the  area.  The  patrol  moved 
down  the  road  without  either  point  or  flank  security  and  without  proper 
dispersion.  The  VC  heard  the  patrol  coming  and  quickly  set  up  aid>u8he8 
which  they  activated  at  2130  hours.  Dsing  small  arne,  grenades,  and  B4O 
rockets  tbs  VC  killed  or  wounded  the  entire  patrol  with  the  first  few 
volleys.  The  results  of  the  action  were  el^t  BF  killed,  one  US  advisor 
killed  (MAI  leader),  six  BF  wounded  and  one  BS  advisor  wounded.  The  patrol 
lost  ten  MI6  rifles,  two  M79  grenade  launchers,  one  pistol,  and  two  radios. 

The  other  friendly  patrol  cotild  not  assist  the  beleaguered  patrol  because 
it  did  not  know  about  tl^  change  in  positions  and  could  not  determine  what 
was  happening.  After  three  hours  the  BF  company,  whose  comnanler  still 
did  not  know  what  had  happened,  moved  from  its  outpost  in  two  elements  to 
investigate  the  firing  and  to  assist  any  friendly  troope  in  the  area.  Both 
elements  made  contact  with  the  VC  as  the  enemy  was  withdrawing  from  its 
position.  Ths  next  morning  the  patrol  survivors  were  recovered. 

(c)  BBCOMMBafDATIOHSs  That  this  Incident  be  used  for  instruction  at 
the  DSAHV  In-Country  Advisors  School. 

(2)  PF  Batrol  Ambushed. 

(a)  QBSBRVATIOK:  The  enemy  will  take  advantage  of  non-varying  operational 
procedures. 

(b)  EVALBATIONj  At  2000  hours  on  15  Iby  19^9  an  estimated  VC  company 
entered  Quan  Tre  Hamlet  in  Long  Thanh  District,  Blen  Hoa  Province  and  set 
up  a  "tT-shaped  aobush  along  Highway  15  for  the  purpose  of  ambushing  the 
Long  An  Village  PP  platoon  which  was  patrolling  along  the  road  near  the 
hamlet.  Local  villagers  witnessed  the  VC  preparations,  but  did  not  give 
any  warning  to  local  authorities  for  fear  of  reprisal  by  the  VC.  At  203O 
hours  the  PF  entered  the  kill  zona  sjA  took  heavy  caeualties  when  the  VC 
detonated  a  claymore  mine.  The  VF  lost  seven  killed,  two  wounded,  six  MI6 
rifles,  one  49  oalibmr  pistol,  and  one  damaged  radio.  Two  VC  wars  killed 
and  witnesses  said  that  some  wounded  were  carried  away.  An  investigation 
disclosed  that  the  PF  were  in  the  habit  of  following  the  same  line  of  march 
during  their  nightly  patrols  and  that  they  patrolled  at  about  the  same  time 
every  night.  The  FF  rarely  strayed  from  the  main  highway  to  cover  suspected 
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or  possible  eneny  locations.  The  VC  in  the  area  were  well  aware  of  the 
toon's  established  pattern.  There  was  a  good  "VC"  intelligence  network 
in  the  village  which  kept  the  eneny  well  Infomed  of  the  IV's  sKivements  in 
euldition  to  keeping  other  inhabitante  in  constant  fear  of  reprisal  should 
they  inform  officials  of  VC  activity.  The  PP  contributed  to  the  effectiveness 
of  the  intelligence  network  by  not  changing  their  procedures. 

(c)  HJiCCMKENDATIOH:  That  all  advisors  urge  counterparts  to  continu¬ 
ally  change  patrol  and  ambush  procedures  In  order  to  avoid  establishing 
patterns. 

(3)  Critical  Bridge  Destroyed. 

(a)  OBdERVATIONt  happens  will  take  advantage  of  decreased  activity 
durii.g  rain  storms  to  infiltrate. 

^b)  EVALIIATIORi  At  0500  hours  on  12  May  1969  the  west  span  of  the 
Fhu  Long  Bridge  at  XT857048,  Binh  Duong  Province  was  destroyed  by  an 
explosion  set  by  an  eneny  sapper.  It  is  believed  that  a  sapper  entered 
the  river  to  the  north  of  the  bridge  and  floated  downstream  to  the  bridge 
piers.  Using  a  nylon  cord,  remnants  of  which  were  found  later,  he  attached 
an  estimated  100  pounds  of  explosives  to  the  pier  standoff.  Be  proceeded 
dawnstream  with  the  detonating  wire  and  left  the  river  about  100  meters 
from  the  bridge,  from  where  be  apparently  detonated  the  charge.  The  detonat¬ 
ing  wire  was  found  after  the  explosion.  The  Fhu  Long  Bridge  was  considered 
one  of  the  critical  bridges  In  III  CTZ  and  as  such  had  an  RF  Company  assigned 
for  security.  Mobile  Advisory  Tesm  ni-3  was  also  assigned  to  advise  the  RF 
on  their  security  mission.  The  RF  had  one  13-foot  fiberglass  boat  normally 
powered  by  an  outboard  motor.  Cki  the  night  of  the  12th,  however,  the  motor 
was  not  wrking  and  the  crewmen  were  using  oars.  During  most  of  the  night 
until  shortly  before  the  explosion  there  had  been  heavy  rainfall.  During 
the  rainfall  the  boat  was  not  used  to  inspect  the  piers  and  to  patrol  the 
river  in  the  area  of  the  bridge.  Also,  during  this  period  the  guards  on 
the  bridge  had  withdrawn  to  their  bunkers  in  order  to  avoid  the  rain.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  inve3tigatir.g  officer,  these  gvmrds  were  not  attentive 
while  in  the  bunkers  and  the  sapper  was  able  to  make  his  way  to  the  bridge 
without  detection. 

(o)  RKCONMENDATIOR]  That  advisors  be  instructed  to  advise  counterparts 
on  the  importance  of  maintaining  normal  security  activity  during  periods 
of  rainfall  and  reduced  visibility. 

(4)  Defoliation. 

(a)  OBSERVATION  I  Damage  claims  resulting  from  defoliation  missions 
continue  to  be  submitted. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Many  claims  are  unfounded  and  should  be  investigated 
by  technical  specialists.  Neither  USAID  or  CORDS  III  CTZ  have  the  capability 
to  do  this. 

(c)  RECOHKENDATIONi  A  joint  US/CVN  team  of  experienced  military 
chemical  offleere  should  be  organised  to  investigate  defoliation  claims 
and  to  train  responslbls  provincial  officials  to  recognize  defoliation 
damage. 
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(5)  llrotem  Production. 

(a)  0BsjiHVAT10!l  I  There  is  ar.  inci-easiiq;  interest  in  growing  feed 
grama  botl  as  a  second  crop  on  paddy  land'  and  on  upland  soils. 

(b)  linfALUATICtl:  Feed  grains  can  and  should  be  locally  grown  to  sub¬ 
stitute  for  imported  com. 

(c)  Ilc:C0MKP31BATIUtji  dorghuB  production  should  be  stressed  and  v  rietal 
trials  initiated  on  irrigated  and  upland  soils. 

(6)  Food  Comnodity  Ccnsuapticn. 

(a)  QBoUbVATION s  Bulgur  distributed  as  a  IL  46O  food  for  hunan  con- 
sunption  is  regularly  diverted  to  use  as  animal  feed  because  Vietnamese 
consider  it  unpalatable. 

(b)  EVALUATIOI! :  Repeated  efforts  to  educate  the  Vietnamese  people 
on  the  dietary  advantages  of  including  bulgur  in  their  diets  have  failed. 
Indications  are  that  nothing  short  of  a  major  famine  will  induce  Vietnamese 
to  eat  bulgur. 

(c)  RECCHMilNDATIOM :  oince  there  is  a  need  for  sustaining  gams  and  for 
continued  expansion  of  markets  for  Uo  agricultural  products  and  for  generat¬ 
ing  piaster  assets  to  support  mission  operations,  economic  development,  or 
other  ns  interests,  bulgur  should  continue  to  be  imixirted,  although  its 
distribution  as  aniical  feed  should  be  legalized. 

(7)  Use  of  Floating  Boundaries. 

(a)  CBSKRVATION:  The  use  of  floating  boundaries  should  be  considered 
so  os  to  deny  the  enemy  the  advantage  of  fixed  houndariee. 

(h)  iiVALUATICBj  Traditionally,  the  enemy  has  taken  advantage  of  fixed 
friendly  boundaries  both  military  and  political.  This  has  been  particularly 
evident  in  his  methods  of  infiltration  and  movement  of  supplies  arid  equip¬ 
ment.  Typical  examples  of  boundaries  that  the  enemy  has  exploited  arei

(e)  RECOItUSDATIClIi  That  all  units  consider  establishing  floating 
boundaries  and  predesignated  AO's  in  coordination  with  adjacent  AfiTM,  DS, 
and  FWMAF  units  in  order  to  deny  the  enemy  any  advantage. 

is)  liltaployment  of  the  Detector,  Concealed  Personnel,  Aircraft  Homted, 
People  dnlffer). 

(a)  UBddRVATlCili  One  of  the  better  personnel  detection  devices 
developed  ia  the  IQQ  "People  Staiffer."  However,  followup  of  detected  targets 
■ust  be  oonaldered. 

(b)  EFALUATlCRi  Although  the  instrument  is  not  foolproof,  with  proper 
training  and  experience  a  crew  can  d.-tect  indlcationa  of  personnel  on  the 
growid.  When  the  XM3  detector  locates  an  area  which  provides  high  intensity 
readings,  additional  followup  should  be  conducted  to  determine  if  an  eneny 
force  ia,  in  fact,  present  in  the  area.  The  followup  nay  be  by  low  level 
visual  reoonnaisaanoe,  visual  reconnaissance  combined  with  an  E-I98  CS 
drop,  insertion  of  aerial  rifle  platoons,  or  other  small  reconnaissance 
forces.

(9)  Fire  Support  Base  Construction  and  Development. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  construction  and  developmont  of  fire  support  bases 
must  bs  planned  well  in  advance  to  include  the  close  out  phase. 

(b)  EVaLUATICIIi  The  development  of  a  fire  support  base  can  be  viewed 
as  having  elx  interdependent  phases. 

^  These  phases  are: 

a  Planning. 

b  Combat  assault  and  Initial,  clearing. 

£  Immediate  tactical  conetnution. 
d  Final  defensive  atructure. 
e  Rehabllltatlor.  and  upgrade. 
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f  Close  out. 

2^  The  planning  sequence  is  as  follows: 

a  determine  user  lequiiements-lnfantryt  aitillery,  anu  engineer  representa¬ 
tives  coordinate  on  what  facilities  are  to  be  incorporated  into  the  fiie 
support  base. 

b  Deteraine  construction  priorities  -  these  are  also  agreed  upon  after 
coordination  anong  the  infantry,  artillery,  and  engineer  representatives. 

The  following  priority  can  be  used: 

(l)  Tenporary  logistical  pad. 

(i)  103w  howitzer  positions. 

(i)  Perimeter  bcia. 

(4)  Artillery  PDC.

Not  included  above  is  the  clearing  of  fields  of  fne  and  th-  construction  of 
perimeter  bunkers,  work  on  which  is  continuous  and  should  begin  as  soon  as 
troops  land.  Items  1  through  10  are  not  mutually  ercluaive.  .Jith  proper 
organization  and  management  of  assets,  many  of  the  tasks  proceed  simultane¬ 
ously. 

c_  Develop  site  plan  -  once  the  construction  priorities  have  been  estab¬ 
lished,  a  site  plan  is  developed  based  on  knowledge  of  the  terrain,  weather, 
and  enemy.  Aerial  reconnaissance  and  aerial  photograjhy  play  a  big  part  in 
the  development  of  the  site  plan. 

d  Determine  equipment,  material,  and  troop  requirements  -  at  this  point, 
the  tacticeil  commander  is  relieved  of  further  construction  plaming  respon- 
sibilitv.  The  brigade  engineer  determines  requirements  and  obtains  aprovals 
and  maxerlal  releases  through  brigade  S4  channels.  In  the  case  of  engineer 
equipment,  requests  are  sent  directly  to  the  engineer  battalion. 

e  Schedule  lifts  and  construction  effort  -  tactical  troop  and  logistical 
lifts  are  arrs«ged  by  the  tactical  commander.  lifts  of  engineer  equipment 
are  coordinated  by  the  brigade  engineer  through  brigade  channels.  Construction 
effort  is  scheduled  by  the  engineer  laiit  oomnander.

aircraft  cannot  land,  engineer  troops  rappel  into  the  area  with  chain  saws 
and  demolitions  and  clear  a  landing  zone  large  enough  to  iritroduce  a  CU-94 
Flying  Crane.  If  the  landing  zone  is  alreaoy  reasonably  clear,  engineer 
troops  land  and  begin  expanding  the  landing  zone  with  saws  and  demolitions. 
This  effort  takes  from  0-)  hours  depending  on  the  density  ana  type  of  growth 
in  the  area. 

£  Immediate  tactical  construction.  The  first  engineer  equipment 
brought  Into  a  landing  zone  is  one  or  two  Case  430  bulldozers,  a  light 
tractor  which  is  hauled  by  the  Flying  Crane.  The  430' s  are  used  to  cleeir 
fields  of  fire,  small  trees,  and  to  clear  and  level  artillery  gun  positions. 
Next  equlpsient  in  is  the  International  Harvester  3414  backhoe,  carried 
externally  by  the  CH-47.  The  backhoe  digs  emplacements  for  tne  TOC,  FDC, 
medical  bunker,  and  perimeter  bunkers.  The  third  type  of  equipntent  utilized 
13  the  Caterpillar  D66  bulldozer.  Because  of  its  weight,  the  D6B  is  split 
into  two  loads.  The  tracks  and  blade  are  carried  by  a  Chinook,  while  the 
body  constitutes  a  Plying  Crane  load.  The  dozer  is  assembled  on  the  ground, 
an  operation  which  takes  30  -  90  minutes  depending  on  the  crane  pilot's 
placement  of  the  1)6B  body.  Ideally  the  body  is  set  down  right  on  the  tracks. 
Aa  soon  as  the  situation  permits,  the  ilbB's  and  430*8  begin  work  on  the 
perimeter  bem,  while  infantry  and  artillery  troops,  with  engineer  technical 
advice,  begin  work  on  wire  entanglements  and  perimeter  bunker  construction. 

The  tactical  commander  has  the  option  of  constructing  "quick -fix"  bunkers 
which  can  later  be  upgraded  or  constructing  the  standard  perimeter  bunker 
right  away. 

^  Final  defensive  structures.  As  early  as  possible,  work  begins  on  the 
TOC,  PDC,  medical  bunker,  etc.  This  is  dependent  on  delivery  of  the  "Pirebase 
Ki.t",  a  standard  package  of  lumber  and  other  materials,  which  is  delivered 
by  Chinooks.  The  goal  la  to  have  overhead  cover  for  the  TOC  and  FOC  along 
with  "quick  fix"  bunkers  by  the  end  of  the  first  day.  Work  is  continued  on 
the  wire  entanglements  to  Inolude  tanglefoot  and  channelizing  wire  as  desired 
by  the  tactical  commander.  Also  during  this  phase,  infantry  and  artillery 
troops,  with  engineer  technical  advice,  construct  Individual  sleeping  posi¬ 
tions  out  of  sandbagged  6O"  or  72"  half  culvert  sections.  As  structures 
are  eomplstad,  the  engineer  equipnent  and  troops  begin  piiaslng  out  in  order 
to  prepare  for  other  employment.  Some  engineers  normally  remain  behind, 
along  with  one  or  two  pieces  of  equipaent  to  expand  fields  of  fire  and 
develop  surface  drainage.  Within  72-96  houre  after  Insertion,  the  fire 
base  is  essentially  oomplete. 

6  Rehabilitation  and  upgrade.  Engineer  troops  and  equipment  remain  on 
a  firs  bass  as  priorities  permit.  They  work  in  upgrading  the  fire  base  with 
respect  to  drainage,  rehabilitation  of  damaged  or  improperly  constructed 
facilities,  and  constant  inspection  of  all  faolllties  to  Insure  their 
continued  structural  safety.  Surveying  teams  are  available  to  prepare  topo¬ 
graphic  maps  of  the  base  to  assist  the  commander  in  maintaining  good  surface 
drainage.  On  long  term  fire  bases,  equipaent  is  returned  to  the  area  to 
reclsar  fields  of  fire,  Improve  drainage,  and  do  repair  work  as  required. 

2  Close  out.  When  the  decision  has  been  made  to  close  out  a  fire  base, 
the  brigade  engineer  provides  troops  and  equipment  as  necessary  to  assist  in 
the  dismantling  of  the  fire  base.  Structures  are  disassembled  in  such  a  w^ 
as  to  salvage  the  maximum  amount  of  material,  espeoially  timbers,  culvert, 

K8A1  matting,  and  chain -link-fence.  Thla  is  done  not  only  to  deny  the  use 
of  the  ma'erials  to  the  enemy,  but  to  reconstitute  fire  base  kits.  Holes 
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are  filled  and  benss  levelled  as  desired  by  the  tactical  commander,  ^di- 
narlly,  one  combat  engineer  platoon  and  one  rifle  company  dismantle  a  fire 
support  base. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION «  That  the  above  be  considered  in  construction  and 
development  of  fire  support  bases. 

(10)  Use  of  aerial  rocket  artillery. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Aerial  rocket  artillery  has  been  very  successful  in 
extending  the  range  of  organic  division  artillery.  Rowever«  in  the  use  of 
aerial  rocket  artilleryt  certain  factors  must  be  considered  in  order  to 
preclude  the  occurrence  of  accidents. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Whan  using  aerial  rocket  artillery,  the  following 
factors  should  be  considered: 

1  Direction  of  attack.  Aerieil  rocket  artillery  employes  an  area 
weapons  system  but  strives  continuously  to  deliver  precision  fire.  Since 
the  dispersion  pattern  of  the  system  is  greater  in  range  than  in  deflection, 
flanking  or  enfilading  fire  is  used  whenever  possible.  Consequently,  ARA 
sections  attack  the  target  in  a  direction  parallel  to  the  friendly  lines  if 
at  all  possible  in  order  to  provide  the  closest  possible  fire  support.  The 
direction  of  attack  is  specified  by  the  controller  (observer);  however, 
the  ARA  section  leader  may  question  the  direction  if  he  feels  a  safer  or 
more  effective  direction  of  attack  is  possible.  In  eases  in  which  a  conflict 
of  opinion  arises,  the  direction  of  attack  must  be  acceptable  to  the  supported 
commander.  Other  considerations  in  selecting  the  direction  of  attack  are: 

Tube  artillery  gun-target  line.  If  ARA  and  tube  artillery  are  engag¬ 
ing  targets  in  the  same  general  area,  a  direction  of  attack  must  be  selected 
that  will  not  conflict  with  the  gun  target  line. 

b  ARA  and  fighter  attacks  within  the  same  general  area  are  preferably 
made  on  parallel  or  near  parallel  courses.  The  targets  should  be  separated 
by  at  least  730  meters.  When  attacking  targets  separated  by  less  than  1000 
meters  fighters  and  ARA  should  make  alternating  attacks.  Beyond  1000  meters, 
sirul'caneous  attacks  are  possible.  Targets  attacked  during  darkness  should 
be  separated  by  4OOO  meters  and  must  be  alternately  attacked. 

£  Due  to  the  vulnerability  of  helicopters,  a  direction  of  attack  should 
be  selected  which  avoids  over  flight  of  anti-aircraft  positions. 

£  Friendly  locations.  The  artillery  observer  (PO  or  mO)  '^ill  cause 
all  friendly  positions  to  be  marked  with  smoke,  panels,  flares,  or  strobe 
lights.  If  friendly  dispositions  are  other  th^  linear,  carcmust  be  exer¬ 
cised  to  fully  describe  dispositions  and  specifically  identify  the  most 
forward  elements.  If  visual  marking  devices  are  not  available,  a  clearly 
recognisable  geographical  feature  such  as  a  road,  canal,  or  well  defined 
tree  line  may  be  used  (e.g.  "all  friendly  troops  are  east  of  the  road"  or 
"all  friendly  troops  are  along  the  tree  line  to  the  north").  Friendly 
locations  will  be  remarked  prior  to  each  pass  to  preclude  the  possibility 
of  misorientatior..  This  is  particularly  necessary  in  heavily  forested  areas 
where  no  prominent  terraiii  features  exist.  If  strobe  lights  are  used  to 
mark  friendly  positions  at  night,  they  must  bo  left  on  long  enough  to  pre¬ 
clude  possible  misldentifloation  m  enemy  mortar  or  small  arms  fire, 
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i  Target  identification.  The  artillery  observer  will  id'^ntify  target 
by  polar  plot  from  the  friendly  locations.  Direction  will  be  given  in 
degrees  from  magnetic  north  eind  distance  will  be  statea  in  meters.  To 
further  aid  target  identification,  clearly  identifiable  terrain  features 
may  be  used. 

£  idjuatmeni.  of  fire.  ARA  will  normally  be  adjusted  from  the  gun- 
target  line.  Other  lines  of  adjustment  may  be  utilized  when  mutually 
agreeable  to  the  observer  and  the  ARA  section  leader.  Normally,  on  the 
initial  firing  run  only  one  pair  of  rockets  will  be  fired  for  marking 
purposes.  The  observer  will  adjust  as  necessary  to  bring  the  rounds  on 
target.  The  wing  ship  will  fire  the  Initial  correction.  If  the  adjust¬ 
ment  is  less  than  100  meters,  the  wing  ship  will  fire  for  effect.  If  more 
than  100  meters,  additional  marking  pairs  will  be  fired  until  within  100 
meters  of  the  target. 

^  Troop  safety  considerations. 

a  fieneral.  Minimum  safe  distances  (MSD)  for  troop  safety  are  baaed 
on  a  combination  of  system  dispersion  and  fragmentation  effects,  bince  the 
greatest  dispersion  is  in  range,  closer  fire  support  can  be  provided  if 
the  direction  of  attack  is  parallel  to  friendly  lines.  V/hen  the  situation 
dictates  a  direction  of  attack  other  than  parallel  to  friendly  dispositions, 
MSD'a  must  be  increased  due  to  the  range  dispersion  of  the  system.  The 
decision  to  employ  aerial  artillery  fires  closer  than  the  MSB's  prescribed 
rests  with  the  manusver  element  oomnander.  However,  he  must  realize  that 
he  is  exposing  his  troops  to  the  possibility  of  accidental  injury.  When 
the  distenre  between  his  troops  and  the  target  area  is  200  meters  or  less, 
the  manuever  element  commander  must  weurn  his  troops  and  insure  they  take 
appropriate  protective  measures. 

b  Minimum  safe  distances.  The  MSB's  reflected  below  are  increased 
by  30  meters  if  the  direction  of  attack  is  other  than  parallel  to  friendly

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(o)  RBCOMODATlORt  That  ths  above  cone iderat ions  be  given  attention 
when  use  of  aerial  rocket  irtlllery  ia  oontemplatedo 

(2)  AiMunition  loases, 

(a)  OBSERVATION t  Unit  eununltlon  storage  points  frequently  contain 
quantities  in  exoess  of  basic  loads  and  operational  requireaents. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  During  this  quarter  two  unit  aanunitlon  storage  points 
have  been  destroyed  resulting  in  anmunltion  and  materiel  losses  valued  at 
over  $700,000.00.  One  incident  was  caused  by  an  enemy  rocket  attack  and 

the  other  by  an  accidently  discharged  flare.  In  both  instances,  the  quantity 
of  c.'vninitlon  on  hand  was  excessive. 

(e)  RECOMMfcNDATIOHt  The  II  Field  Force  program  of  inspections  of 
Army  Aircraft  Logistical  Areas  (AALA)  and  unit  ammunition  storage  points 
nhovild  be  continued.  Logistical  and  safety  conferences  should  continue 
to  emphasise  minimum  storage  levels,  safe  storage  procedures  and  preventive 
measures . 


0.  Training. 

(1)  Training  of  provincial  and  district  officials. 

(a)  CBSERVATIONi  Province  and  district  officials  who  have  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  supervision  of  the  Village  Self  Development  (VSD)  Program  and 
for  the  in-provinoe  training  of  local  officials  do  not  have  an  adequate 
understand!^  of  the  program  and  its  goals. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  VSD  Program  was  started  without  adequate  train¬ 
ing  for  those  exercising  province  and  district  responsibilities.  The 
program  progresses  according  to  the  degree  of  knowledge  of  the  program 
and  motivation  toward  the  program  of  province  and  district  officials. 

(0)  RECOHHENDATION:  Province  and  district  officials  responsible  for 
supervising  the  VSD  Program  or  for  training  of  local  officials  should  be 
required  to  atte.id  the  basic  four-week  Village/Hamlet  officials  orienta¬ 
tion  training  course  at  the  National  Training  Center  at  Vung  Tau. 

d.  Intelligence  -  None. 

e.  Logistics. 

(1)  Deficiencies  in  Administrative  and  Direct  Support  Logistics  (aADSL) 
Company  Ammunition  Storage. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Critical  deficiencies  exist  in  A&DSL  Company  storage 
of  ammunition. 

(b)  EVaLDATICNIi  In  the  early  morning  of  11  April  1969,  the  enemy 
launched  a  rocket  attack  against  the  Sector  Headquartora  and  A&DSL  Company 
of  Tay  Ninh  Seotor.  Two  rockets  made  direct  hits  on  the  AAD3L  compai:y 
supply  room  and  detonated  artillery  rounds  stored  there.  Ths  resulting 
explosions  destroyed  most  of  the  headquarters  area  and  killed  or  wounded 

a  number  of  troops  who  had  been  sleeping  in  the  company  area.  Inspections 
conducted  during  ths  reporting  period  have  disclosed  orltloal  deficiencies 
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in  the  manner  in  which  ammunition  is  stored  at  sector  A&DQL  compar  es  in 
III  CTB.  The  major  problem  facing  the  company  commanders  is  the  la>.k  of 
space  to  properly  disperse  the  ammunition.  In  addition  to  the  amount  of 
ordnance  sectors  must  aloi-e  foi-  n:.!,it;iied  unitii,  each  is  required  to  store 
a  fifteen-day  emeiv;ency  reserve  supply  of  and  105iiim  howitiier  ammuni¬ 

tion  for  other  division  and  corps  artillery  units  that  could  be  deployed 
there  at  some  future  time.  Bach  artillery  unit  carries  two  or  thiee  basic 
loads  and  has  reserve  loads  in  its  own  supply  channels.  Rarely  do  any  of 
the  units  use  the  emergency  leserve  and  then  only  to  rotate  the  loed.  In 
some  sectors  the  rounds  have  been  stored  for  several  years  without  rotation. 
The  bulk  and  potential  danger  of  1,500  to  2,000  high  explosive  rounds 
present  a  storage  problem  to  the  AtiSL  Companies.  Several  liave  eliminated 
the  danger  by  removiig  the  rounds  to  areas  away  from  the  other  company 
facilities.  Others  have  encountered  difficulty  in  their  removal  attempts 
due  to  an  inability  to  gain  title  to  additional  land,  and  the  onee  who  axe 
relocating  the  rounds  have  had  to  divert  units  to  provide  security  for 
tbs  new  location. 

(0)  BSCOttlHlNllATlON t  That  pirovince  advisors  continually  monitor  the 
aminunitlon  storage  procedures  making  optimum  use  of  available  space  and 
materials,  and  that  they  acquaint  higher  headquarters  of  situations  re¬ 
quiring  changes  they  are  unable  to  effect. 

f.  Organization.  Rl)  Cadre. 

(a)  OBSBRVATICKi  Additional  efficiency  in  the  employment  of  the 
Revolutionary  Development  Cadre  ITogram  in  the  196)  Pacification  Han 
can  be  achieved  if  greater  use  ie  made  of  the  concept  of  deploying  the 
30-fflan  group  ae  S-man  teams. 

(b)  EVALUATION j  The  basic  consideration  in  the  current  30~®sii  RD 
Cadre  Group  organization  ie  to  enable  simultaneous  coverage  of  at  least 
three  hamlets  within  a  village  under  a  centrally  located  control  group. 

This  organization  enables  one  group  to  make  maximum  uee  of  its  inherent 
resources.  This  concept  of  deployment  is  not  being  utilized  in  all  areas 
at  the  present  time  for  the  following  reasons; 

J,  Insufficient  supporting  forces  in  an  area  has  resulted  in  the  Cadre 
Croupe  being  utilized  in  a  security  role. 

2^  Many  groups  have  inadequate  communications  capabilities  due  to  the 
shortage  of  RT-1  radios. 

(e)  RECOMMENDATION  I 

1,  That  more  enphaeis  be  placed  ou  deploying  the  RD  Cadre  Croupe  in 
S-man  .earns,  especially  in  villages  where  the  mission  is  to  reiiee  the 
hamlets  from  a  "C"  to  an  "A"  or  "B"  category. 

£  That  adequate  supporting  forces  be  deployed  with  each  Cadre  Group 
to  preclude  the  Cadre  Group  devoting  a  major  part  of  its  time  and  reaourcea 
to  self -security  miaslone. 

i  That  priority  should  bo  given  to  the  task  of  equipping  each  Cadre 
Group  with  the  requisite  number  of  KT-1  radloe.  The  basic  allocation  of 
three  radios  per  group  la  insufficient  since  the  group  has  four  craponents.

a.  Eeference  item  concerning  ''Perfoxsumce  of  CVN  during  emergencies", 
section  11,  page  44,  paragraph  2a(l);  concur.  Exploitation  of  CVN  successes 
and  their  ability  to  cope  with  emergency  situations  is  conducted  by  AEVN  POLHAE 
units,  the  Vietnamese  Information  Service,  and  US  PSYOP  agencies  supporting 
these  Vietnamese  organisations.  In  addition,  these  successes  are  covered  in 
command  information  publications  and  the  American  public  news  media  have  given 
considerable  coverage  to  CVN  successes  because  of  the  csqphasis  on  Vietnamisa- 
tlon  of  the  war. 

b.  Eeference  items  concerning  "Ambush  Patrol  Ambushed"}  "PF  Patrol  Aid>ush- 
ed"}  and  "Critical  Bridge  Destroyed",  section  II,  pages  45  and  46,  paragraphs 
2b(l):  2b(2);  and  2b(3)  respectively}  concur.  These  itesw  have  been  provided 
to  the  USAEV  Advisor  School  for  reference  and  possible  use  as  coisbat  exaa^Ies.
